Pkovo  City,  Jan.  18th,  1884. 

To  the  Honorable  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah: 

Gentlemen.— The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Territorial 
Insane  Asylum,  in  submitting  their  biennial  report  to  your 
honorable  body,  have  to  state  that  immediately  after  the 
election  of  the  new  members  by  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
they  qualified,  as  required  by  law,  and  the  board  organized 
as  such  by  electing  Warren  N.  Dusenberry,  of  Provo,  as 
president;  William  R.  Smith,  of  Centreville,  vice-president; 
A.  O.  Smoot,  Jr.,  of  Provo,  secretary;  and  Lewis  S.  Hills, 
of  Salt  Lake  City,  treasurer. 

The  board  immediately  proceeded  to  let  contracts  for 
the  work  and  material  not  then  already  contracted  for,  for 
the  completion  of  the  construction  of  the  south  longitudi- 
nal and  transverse  sections, to  different  firms  and  individuals, 
as  shown  in  the  architect's  report  to  the  board,  which  is  at- 
tached to  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

The  board  have  experienced  much  inconvenience  by 
the  manner  in  which  the  last  appropriation  of  twenty  thous- 
and dollars  ($20,000)  was  required  to  be  drawn. 
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Being  able  to  draw  only  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
($2500)each  quarter,  contracts  fell  due  before  the  appropria- 
tion could  be  reached,  it  being  necessary  to  have  the  con- 
tracts completed  before  the  money  could  be  drawn  on  the 
appropriation,  in  order  to  get  the  roof  on  the  building  prior 
to  winter  setting  in. 

Under  such  circumstances  it  became  necessaiy  for  the 
board  to  borrow  money  to  meet  the  paym  nts  due  on  con- 
tracts completed,  until  the  entire  amount  of  the  ap propria  - 
tion  could  be  handled,  believing  that  your  honorable  bodv 
would  approve  of  such  action  in  view  of  the  condition  the 
building  would  otherwise  be  left  in. 

There  is  still  a  note  of  live  thousand  dollars  ($£000)  un- 
redeemed, held  by  the  First  National  Bank  of  Provo,  money 
borrowed  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  and  other  obliga- 
tions, as  shown  by  the  following  report  of

In  addition  to  the  above  statement  of  amounts  owing, 
there  will  be,  in  a  few  days,  due  to  the  Provo  Lumber  and 
Building  Company,  one  thousand  and  seventeen  dollars 
and  eighty  cents  ($10 17.80), on  a  contract  not  yet  completed, 
as  shown  in  the  architect's  report,  making  a  total  of  six 
thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  dollars  and 
thirty  cents  ($6297.30),  that  has  been  expended  in 
excess  of  the  appropriations  to  the  institutions,  which 
expenditure  was  made  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to 
secure  the  building. 

In  conclusion,  we  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your 
honorable  body  to  the  recommendations  made  in  the 
architect's  report  for  the  completion  of  the  building,  and 
urge  the  necessity  of  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  carry  the 
same  into  effect.

Gentlemen. — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of 
building  operations  extending  from  July,  1881,  when  the 
preparation  of  plans  was  begun,  to  the  close  of  the  year 
1883. 

As  soon  as  plans  were  far  enough  advanced,  tenders 
were  solicited  for  the  different  classes  ol  work  included  in 
the  basement.  Several  propositions  were  made  to  do  the 
work,  but  that  considered  by  the  Building  Committee  as 
most  favorable  was  from  Samuel  Liddiard  &  Co.,  of  Provo. 
Their  tender  was  to  do  both  brick  and  stone  work,  but  after 
consideration,  the  brick  work  was  reserved  to  be  let  with 
other  brick  work  in  the  building. 

The  cut  stone  for  the  basement  was  let  to  L.  L.  Fuller, 
and  the  frames  for  the  basement  to  the  Sierra  Nevada  Lum- 
ber Co.,  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

During  the  time  these  e'-ntricts  were  being  let,  grading 
was  going  on  at  the  site  of  building,  and  trenches  made 
ready  to  receive  footings. 

But  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season  when  the  con- 
tract was  signed  by  Simuel  Liddiard  &  Co.,  nothing  was 
done  until  the  succeeding  spring,  at  which  time  work  was 
commenced,  and  prosecuted  with  all  possible  speed  to  its 
completion  in  May,  1882. 

In  the  meantime  contracts  had  been  made  with  the 
following  parties  for  the  work  or  material  named: 

To  Cook,  Roberts  &  Co.,  of  Provo,  to  furnish  brick. 

To  L.  L.  Fuller,  of  Provo,  for  cut  stone  above  water 
table. 

To  Samuel  Liddiard  &  Co.,  of  Provo,  to  lay  brick. 
To  Provo  Lumber  and  Manufacturing  Co.,  for  carpenter 
work. 

To  L.  &  A.  D.  Holdaway,  of  Spanish  Fork,  for  lumber. 

To  Carnegie  Bros.,  of  Pittsburg,  for  iron  beams. 

At  this  period  of  the  work,  I,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Board,  visited  asylums  in  Illinois,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Ohio 
and  Western  New  York,  a  report  of  which  trip  was  made  to 
Chairman  Dunn,  of  the  Building  Committee,  in  July,  1882. 
This  report  named  additions  to  the  work,  which  were  ordered 
incorporated  in  the  plans,  namely:  The  covering  of  main 
corridor  with  a  brick  ceiling,  and  arranging  the  north  end 
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of  building,  where  the  stairway  is  situated,  so  that  the 
same  could  be  protected  in  case  of  tire. 

In  the  fall  of  1882,  tenders  were  asked  for  covering  the 
building  with  tin  and  for  galvanized  iron  cornices;  for  the 
former  no  bids  were  received,  and  the  near  approach  of 
winter  necessitating  prompt  action,  the  Building  Committee 
employed  Thomas  Martin,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  by  the  day,  to 
go  ahead  with  this  branch  of  work,  the  tin  for  which  had 
aJreidy  been  purchased  from  the  N.  &  G.  Taylor  Co.,  of 
Philadelphia. 

A  tender  for  galvanized  iron  work,  gutters,  etc.,  was 
received  from  Knisely  Bros.  &  Miller,  of  Chicago,  and  is 
held  by  the  committee,  awaiting  funds  to  proceed  with  the 
work.

The  Provo  Lumber  and  Mfg.  Co.'s  bid  for  carpenter 
work  is4for  $3,225,  on  which  they  have  received  $2,207.20, 
leaving  a  balance  due  the  company  of  $1,017.80  when  the 
work  named  in  the  contract  is  finished,  which  will  be  in  a 
few  days. 

The  contract  of  Samuel  Liddiard  &  Co.,  was  finished 
late  in  the  fill  of  1882,  and  the  last  work  on  the  roof  (the 
tinning),  in  Jan.,  1883,  since  which  time  the  only  work  done 
at  the  building  has  been  to  finish  the  ventilating  cupola, 
and  to  cover  the  octagon  in  longitudinal  section,  this  being 
the  balance  of  the  work  remaining  to  be  done  by  the  Provo 
Lumber  and  Mfg.  Co.,  under  contract  for  carpenter  work. 

Table  2  is  a  schedule  of  work  yet  to  be  done  on  the 
building  to  complete  the  same,  with  an  approximate  esti- 
mate of  the  cost:

In  the  item  of  water  service,  I  have  estimated  for  a 
supply  tank,  with  a  capacity  of  14,400 gallons,  situated  900 
feet  from  the  1  uilding,  and  250  fe^et  above  grade.  Service 
pipe  from  tank  to  building  will  be  6  inch,  with  a  4  inch  stand 
pipe  in  building  for  lire  servire.  The  estimate  includes, 
also,  one  lire  hydrant  with  hose  cart,  and  300  feet  of  21  inch 
hose,  couplings  and  nozzles. 

The  sewerage  consists  of  a  line  of  6  inch  vitrified  pipe, 
to  extend  3,100  feet  west  of  building,  with  a  total  fell  of  42 
feet.  The  system  embraces  settling  tank,  ventilating  pipes, 
man  holes,  etc. 

The  estimate  contains  an  item  for  gasfitting,  but  no 
arrangement  for  supplying  the  same  has  as  yet  been  deter- 
mined upon. 

A  gas  machine  to  suppty  the  present  wing,  with  others 
that  may  be  hereafter  added,  would  cost  from  $4,000  to 
810,000,  depending  upon  the  apparatus  adopted.

Heating  and  Ventilating. 

The  building  is  designed  to  be  heated  with  steam,  and 
flues  have  been  constructed  to  provide  for  indirect  radiation. 
Many  details  remain  undetermined,  but  enough  is  settled  to 
necessitate  the  early  construction  of  a  boiler  and  engine 
house,  with  fan  room,  fan  tower,  and  air  ducts  leading  from 
the  same  to  the  building.  The  approximate  cost  of  these 
is  $6,000. 

Its  completion  w>  uld  make  it  possible  to  heat  the  wing 
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with  permanent  boiler  and  steam  supply  at  a  cost  of  $7,000, 
that  would  then  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to  heat  any  con- 
templated addition. 

Without  the  boiler  house,  the  heating  apparatus  will 
necessarily  be  placed  in  the  basement,  which  will  not  only 
take  up  room  much  needed  for  other  purposes,  but  by  being 
in  the  building  itself,  will  make  danger  from  fire  more 
liable,  and  would  further,  owing  to  the  lack  of  a  fan,  make 
the  ventilating  of  the  building  impossible. 

Grounds. 

The  grounds  around  the  building  can  be  made  very 
pleasant  and  attractive  at  a  moderate  cost.  The  first  step  in 
this  direction  should  be  the  adoption  of  a  general  plan, 
which  should  be  complete  to  its  minutest  details,  so  that 
every  step  taken  in  the  progress  of  the  work,  may  be  in  the 
right  direction.  In  the  work  itself,  the  lirst  thing  to  be 
done,  is  the  grading  immediately  north  of  the  present  wing 
and  the  moving  of  the  upper  East  Union  ditch  back,  as 
originally  contemplated  by  your  honorable  body.  Then 
can  follow  the  location  of  roads,  walks,  flower  beds,  gardens, 
etc.,  and  the  planting  of  trees. 

With  the  prospect  in  view  of  the  near  completion  of 
the  building,  it  would  be  well  for  your  honorable  body  to 
consider  what  space  in  the  building  can  be  used  for  adminis- 
tration purposes,  and  also  what  facilities  for  classification  of 
pitients  the  building  offers,  and  whether,  in  view  of  the 
increased  number  of  patients  needing  accommodations,it  will 
not  be  necessary  to  provide  for  administration  in  a  separate 
building. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Jas.  Dunn,  Chairman 
of  the  Building  Committee,  for  his  firm  and  continued  sup- 
port while  dealing  with  contractors.

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To  the  Hons,  the   President  and  Board  for  Lunatic 
Asylum: 

By  request,  I  desire  to  present  for  your  consideration  a 
few  items  necessary  to  complete  that  portion  of  the  Asylum 
now  building,  that  it  may  be  ready  to  receive  patients. 

First— That  the  heating  and  sewerage  furnishings  be 
of  such  a  size  that  the  whole  wing  may  be  warmed 
thoroughly,  without  the  necessity  of  making  a  complete 
change,  should  the  section,  now  under  construction,  be 
added  to.  Unless  this  is  done,  a  series  of  changes  will,  of 
necessity,  have  to  be  made,  as  the  demand  for  room  in- 
creases, and  this  will  entail  a  greater  expense  than  if  prop- 
erly begun.  This  in  the  matter  of  heating  and  drainage  is 
one  of  most  important  portions  of  your  work,  and  should 
be  thoroughly  done,  as  advised  by  your  architect. 

Second— As  the  building  (as  at  present)  approaches 
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completion,  provisions  should  be  made  for  seventy-five  (75) 
beds,  with  bedding,  and  other  necessaries  for  the  rooms. 
These  would  cost  $25  per  bed,  complete,  and  give  a  small 
surplus  for  changes  and  destruction  by  patients.  This 
division  should  include,  also,  all  the  necessary  kitchen  fur- 
niture— tableware,  cutlery,  spoons,  etc.,  for  use  by  the 
patients,  a  well  fitted  dispensary,  with  such  supplies  as 
the  case  may  demand.  Changes  of  clothing  should  be  pro- 
vided for,  that  all  may  be  clean,  and  as  a  healthful  adjurant 
to  their  recovery. 

Third — I  cannot  urge  upon  you  too  strongly,  the  neces- 
sity for  the  completion  of  the  central  or  administrative  build- 
ing, and  an  additional  wing  on  the  north.  At  present,  there  is, 
nor  can  there  be,  any  opportunity  for  a  proper  classification 
of  patients,  and  this  is  the  first  thing  to  be  sought  for. 
Male  and  female,  active  and  chronic  insane,  cannot  be 
promiscuously  mixed  together,  and  receive  the  correct 
treatment.  They  ( each  class)  must  be  kept  separate  and 
apart  from  each  other,  and  so  arranged  that  one  shall  not 
annoy  the  other,  as  they  surely  will,  if  kept  in  one  build- 
ing. 

As  it  is,  arrangements  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  present  fraction  in  the  way  of  rooms  in  which 
to  confine  the  more  acute  and  noisy  patients. 

This,  at  least,  must  remain  until  more  room  is  obtain- 
able. 

These  suggestions,  as  most  important,  I  at  present  sub- 
mit for  your  most  earnest  consideration.  '""-IT'

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
of  Utah: 

Gentlemen — 

I  respectfully  submit  to  your  Honorable  Body 
my  report  for  the  two  years  ending  November  30th,  1889, 
showing  the  general  and  financial  condition  of  the  Terri- 
torial Insane  Asylum  for  said  period. 

The  last  Legislature  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of 
the  Institution  for  the  years  1888  and  1889,  the  sum  of 
fifty-two  thousand  dollars;  for  accrued  liabilities,  $26,030.61; 
for  interest,  $368  33;  for  purchase  of  land,  $15,000. 


EXPENSES. 


The  expenses  of  the  Asylum  for  the  said  years  will 
appear  by  reference  to  the  reports  of  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendent, the  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  which  are  herewith 
submitted  for  your  inspection. 


LAND. 


The  board  of  directors  of  the  original  appropriation 
of  $15,000  have  expended  for  land  the  sum  of  $4,212.50, 
leaving  a  balance  unexpended  of  $10,787.50. 

-The  warrants  to  cover  the  original  appropriation  were 
issued  by  the  Auditor,  as  follows: —

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It  was  found  that  it  was  wholly  impossible  to  draw  the 
money  for  the  warrants.  They  could  only  be  realized  upon 
by  discounting  them  at  least  10  per  cent,  of  their  par 
value,  or  by  borrowing  money  at  ten  per  cent,  interest  per 
annum  and  hypothecating  the  warrants  as  collateral 
security  to  cover  the  loans.  Land  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  asylum  could  only  be  purchased  by  paying 
what  the  board  deemed  extravagent  prices  therefor,  and  it 
was  not  thought  wiso  to  purchase  lands  at  a  remote  distance 
from  the  asylum.  The  inconvenience  arising  from  their 
cultivation  at  a  long  distance  from  the  asylum,  the  fact 
that  patients  would  be  depended  upon  largely  in  cultivating 
them,  and  the  danger  arising  from  the  transportation  of 
irresponsible  persons  back  and  forth  for  this  purpose  and 
other  considerations,  were  concluded  to  be  more  than  suffi- 
cient to  offset  any  advantage  gained  in  the  difference  in  the 
price  of  the  land.  After  thorough  consideration  the  board 
finally  concluded  that  it  would  be  far  from  profitable  to 
borrow7  money  at  a  large  interest  or  discount  the  warrants 
at  a  heavy  loss  to  purchase  such  lands  as  were  suitable  at 
su,ch  prices  as  could  be  obtained,  and  that  if  they  should 
do  so  they  would  not  only  receive  but  would  merit  criticism 
at  your  hands. 

LOANS  AND  DISCOUNTS. 

What  has  already  been  said  with  reference  to  the  war- 
rants issued  for  the  purchase  of  lands,  will  apply  to  war- 
rants issued  to  cover  the  appropriation  of  $52,000.  The 
Auditor  issued  his  warrants  upon  this  appropriation  aggre- 
gating $51,676.30.  These  warrants  as  a  general  thing 
could  not  be  collected.  It  became  an  absolute  necessity  in 
order  to  keep  the  Institution  running  to  borrow  money  at 
interest  and  to  deposit  the  warrants  as  collateral  security. 
In  this  way  we  have  been  compelled  to  pay  in  interest 
during  the  years  1888  and  1889  nearly  $5,000.  This  is  a 
deplorable  state  of  affairs  and  one  which  the  Legislature 
should  endeavor  to  remedy  for  the  future. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


During  the  last  six  months  the  Board  has  opened  and 
cleaned  out  a  large  spring  of  fine  pure  water  upon  the 
lands  of  the  Asylum,  and  pipes  have  been  laid  so  as  to 
conduct  the  water  to  the  buildings,  we  therefore  now  have 
an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water  for  domestic  uses,  and 
for  use  in  case  of  fire  for  all  our  future  needs. 


ADDITIONAL  BUILDING. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  report  of  the 
Medical  Superintendent  the  Asylum  is  in  a  badly  over- 
crowded condition.  A  building  designed  for  the  accomoda- 
tion of  seventy-five  patients  is  compelled  to  accommadate 
about  one  hundred  and  thirty.  Not  only  are  many  of  the 
sleeping  rooms  crowded  to  double  their  capacity  but  cots 
and  beds  have  been  erected  in  the  halls  and  corridors. 
It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Hon- 
orable body  to  the  overwhelming  necessity  for  an  appro- 
priation to  complete  the  Asylum.  This  will  become 
apparent  to  you  at  the  time  of  your  visit  to  the  Asylum.

FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of   Directors  of  the  Territorial 
Insane  Asylum: 

Gentlemen — 

In  compliance  with  the  law  organizing  the 
Asylum,  I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  of  its 
operations,  emboded  in  the  appended  tables  and  forms.  The 
last  Legislative  Assembly  changed  the  time  for  making  my 
report  to  the  Board  from  December  31s~t  to  November  30th; 
therefore,  this  report  covers  but  the  last  eleven  months.  As 
another  report  from  the  Superintendent  will  be  due  before 
the  compilation  of  .your  biennial  report  to  the  Legislature, 
and  realizing  the  fajj^t  that  the  Board  is  fully  aware  of  tne 
needs  of  the  Asylum,  and  also  that  it  is  at  the  present  un- 
able to  relieve  them  from  lack  of  funds,  I  withold  any 
extended  remarks  upon  our  wants  on  this  occasion,  as  they 
were  all  fully  gone  into  in  my  last  report.  I  shall  only 
state  that  these  needs  and  requirements  increase  and  be- 
come more  pressing  day  by  day. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  annual  summary  of  move- 
ments of  patients  appended,  we  had  eighty-nine  patients 
in  the  Asylum  at  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year;  at 
the  end  of  the  eleven  months  we  have  one  hundred  and 
nine — an  increase  of  our  permanent  population  of  twenty; 
There  were  thirty-four  admitted  during  the  eleven  months; 
during  the  same  period  ten  were  discharged,  and  four  died. 
(See  table  1.)  The  per  capita  per  diem  cost  of  maintenance 
in  1887  was  sixty-four  and  one-third  cents,  as  against  fifty- 
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eight  and  one-third  cents  in  1888.  This  lowering  of  the 
rate  per  capita  is  not  due  to  any  special  effort  to  reduce  the 
cost,  but  is  due  to  the  increase  of  numbers  cared  for, 
while  at  the  same  time  the  working  force  of  the  establish- 
ment has  remained  the  same,  or  nearly  so. 

Herewith  I  also  hand  yoti  balance  sheet  of  ledger, 
showing  financial  condition  of  board  and  treatment  account, 
with  summary  of  resources  and  liabilities;  also,  comparison 
of  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  eleven  months 
ending  November  30th,  1888;  and  with  this  a  summary  of 
the  monthly  cost  of  each  department,  and  a  recapitulation 
of  board  and  treatment  account  for  the  same  period. 

The  statement  for  the  farm  shows:  expenses  of  same, 
one  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  twelve 
cents;  receipts  from  farm  in  produce,  at  market  prices, 
three  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars  and 
eighty-seven  cents;  balance  in  favor  of  farm,  and  passed  to 
credit  of  profit  and  loss,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
forty-three  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents. 

Believing  that  the  accompanying  tabular  forms  fully 
explain  themselves^  I  respectfully  submit  the  same.

Gentlemen — 

In  compliance  with  the  law,  I  have  the  honor  here- 
with to  submit  to  you  my  fifth  annual  report,  in  detail,  of 
the  operations  of  the  Asylum  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  No- 
vember 30th,  1889.  Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found 
tabular  statements  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  movements 
of  patients,  etc.,  also,  tabulated  reports  of  expenses,  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  the  administrating.

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In  explanation  of  the  above:  At  the  opening  of  the 
fiscal  year,  December  1st,  1888,  there  were  one  hundred  and 
nine  patients  in  the  Asylum — fifty-seven  males  and  fifty- 
two  females;  admitted  during  the  year,  sixty-two — thirty- 
five  males  and  twenty-seven  females  ;  total  number  under 
care  and  treatment  for  the  year  ending  November  30th, 
1889,  one  hundred  and  seventy  one — ninety-two  males  and 
seventy-nine  females.  Discharged,  ten  males  and  twelve 
females — total,  twenty-two.  Died,  thirteen  males  and  six 
females — total,  nineteen.  One  eloped,  and  not  returned.* 
Number  remaining  in  Asylum  at  this  date,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-nine — a  gain  in  permanent  population  for  the 
year  of  twenty  patients. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  sixty-two  patients 
were  admitted  this  year,  as  against  thirty-four  for  the  year 
ending  November  30th,  1888  ;  also,  that  twenty-two  have 
been  discharged,  as  against  ten  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
deaths  were  nineteen  for  the  year,  as  against  four  for  the 
year  preceding.  In  this  connection  I  would  call  your  at- 
tention to  Table  I.  From  that  it  will  be  seen  that  a  num- 
ber of  the  deaths  are  of  persons  over  sixty  years  of  age — 
one  being  sixty-four,  four  ranging  from  seventy  to  seventy- 
four  years  of  age,  one  eighty-four  and  one  eighty-six  ;  these 
cases  all  being  senile  dements,  dying  from  old  age,  general 
debility  and  senile  decay.  A  number  of  cases  were  brought 
to  the  Asylum  in  a  dying  condition,  only  living  a  short 
time  after  admission.  Thus,  our  death  rate  is  largely  aug- 
mented by  causes  over  which  we  could  have  no  control. 

The  percentage  of  discharges,  as  against  the  number 
received  during  the  year,  was  thirty-three  and  one-half  per 
cent.  This  is  not  as  large  a  percentage  of  discharges  as  is 
credited  to  asylums  where  every  facility  for  treatment  is  at 
the  disposal  of  the  management ;  but  it  must  be  deemed  a 
very  favorable  showing  considering  the  disadvantages  here 
labored  under  from  lack  of  room  to  properly  classify  the 
cases. 

The  steady  increase  of  the  permanent  population  of  the 
Asylum  suggests  forcibly  the  necessity  of  making  provision 


*  This  man  was  a  transient,  miner  by  occupation  ;  no  friends  or  relatives  in  the  Ter- 
ritory ;  was  so  far  recovered  that  I  contemplated  discharging  him  in  a  short  time.  He 
was  allowed  to  work  around  outside  for  several  months,  and  finally,  taking  advantage 
of  the  libert^accorded,  eloped.   We  have  heard  nothing  of  him  since. 
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for  the  future.  The  population  of  the  Territory  is  rapidly 
increasing,  and  with  that  increase  will  come  a  correspond- 
ing increase  in  the  number  of  the  insane,  to  be  cared  for  in 
institutions  provided  by  the  commonwealth.  The  number 
of  patients  in  this  institution  to-day  is  about  one  to  two 
thousand  of  the  population  of  the  Territory.  How  many 
there  may  be  throughout  the  Territory  over  whom  private 
care  is  exercised,  I  have*  no  means  of  ascertaining  ;  but 
taking  the  data  that  is  obtainable  from  other  sources,  there 
must  be  a  large  number.  The  ratio  of  insane  to  popula- 
tion in  California  is  as  one  to  three  hundred  and  seventy  ; 
Massachusetts,  one  to  three  hundred  and  seventy  ;  New 
York,  one  to  three  hundred  and  eighty  ;  England  has  one 
in  three  hundred  and  sixty-two  ;  Australia,  one  in  three 
hundred  and  sixty-nine.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  should 
the  number  of  insane  to  number  of  population  in  this 
Territory  anywhere  nearly  approximate  the  figures  here 
given,  there  must  be  a  large  number  of  this  unfortunate 
class  within  our  borders  who,  sooner  or  later,  will  require 
the  care  of  an  asylum. 

In  my  report  for  the  year  1887, 1  stated  our  needs  fully 
and  emphatically,  as  was  my  duty.  Permit  me  to  again 
refer  thereto,  and  to  earnestly  reiterate  the  statements 
therein  contained.  Since  the  report  here  mentioned  was 
formulated,  our  population  has  increased  steadily,  and  the 
limit  of  numbers  that  could  be  properly  cared  for  in  this 
inadequate  building  has  long  since  been  exceeded.  The 
following  will  inform  you  as  to  the  condition  of  our  wards  : 

Ward  A,  the  Female  Ward,  must  furnish  accommoda- 
tion at  the  present  time  for  sixty-nine  people — sixty-two 
patients  and  the  female  employes  of  the  asylum.  These 
are  distributed  as  follows  :  In  the  room  formerly  occupied 
as  Medical  Superintendent's  office,  twelve  beds  ;  on  cross 
corridor,  twelve  beds  ;  one  associate  dormitory,  six  beds  ; 
in  unfinished  lavatory,  bath  room  and  clothing  room,  three 
beds  ;  the  eighteen  small  rooms,  intended  to  accommodate 
one  patient  each,  are  all  occupied  by  not  less  than  two 
patients  in  each,  and  several  by  three,  with  one  exception, 
a  case  we  dare  not  trust  in  a  room  with  another  person  at 
night. 

The  Male  Ward,  B,  at  the  present  time  has  to  furnish 
sleeping  accommodation  for  seventy-three  persons — sixty- 
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eight  patients  and  five  attendants.  These  are  distributed 
as  follows  :  During  the  day  all  are  upon  Ward  B  ;  at  night 
twenty-four  of  the  quieter  cases  are  taken  upstairs  to  Ward 
C  to  sleep  ;  they  occupy  the  different  rooms  on  that  ward  as 
an  associate  dormitory  ;  attendants  sleep  on  the  ward  with 
them  ;  the  balance  of  the  patients  are  retained  on  Ward  B, 
twelve  sleeping  in  one  associate  dormitory  and  six  in 
another.  Of  the  eighteen  small  rooms,  ten  are  occupied 
by  two  patients  each,  the  others  by  one  patient  in  each. 
These  cases  are  such  that  we  dare  not  trust  them  together, 
but  are  obliged  to  isolate  them  at  night.  The  above  ex- 
plains our  condition  as  to  room,  and  patients  who  are  re- 
ceived now  must  have  beds  made  for  them  on  the  cross  cor- 
ridors, all  of  our  sleeping  rooms  being  fully  occupied. 

Such  crowding  in  a  hospital  for  sane  people  wTould  be 
considered  dangerous  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view.  How 
much  more  dangerous  it  is  with  insane  and  irresponsible 
beings.  Not  only  from  sanitary  reasons,  but  from  many 
other  reasons  which  you  will  readily  understand,  we  are  at 
the  present  time  taking,  and  must  continue  to  take,  chances 
that  could  only  be  justified  by  the  fact  that  these  poor  un- 
fortunates must  be  cared  for,  and  that  we  have  not  greater 
facilities  to  do  other  than  we  are  doing,  trusting  to  Provi- 
dence and  a  constant  vigilance  that  no  calamity  may  occur. 
The  evils  of  this  over-crowded  condition  are  :  That  it  im- 
pairs the  usefulness  of  the  Asylum,  handicaps  good  man- 
agement, interferes  with  the  proper  moral  and  hygienic 
treatment  of  the  patients,  and  lessens  their  chances  for  re- 
covery ;  it  re-acts  upon  their  physical  health  as  well  as 
upon  their  mental  progress.  No  class  of  people  are  more 
readily  influenced  by  their  surroundings  ;  close  contact 
with  one  another  makes  them  uneasy,  irritable,  and  is 
provocative  of  quarrels  and  violence.  Especially  is  this  so 
where  there  are  no  facilities  for  proper  classification. 

During  the  past  year,  as  in  former  years,  our  aim  has 
been  to  keep  patients  employed  at  some  form  of  labor  or 
occupation,  so  far  as  practicable.  [See  Tables  Nos.  5  and 
6.]  This  is  done  as  a  means  of  treatmeut  rather  than  from 
any  profit  to  be  derived  from  their  labor,  and  to  get  patients 
afflicted  with  a  mild  form  of  insanity,  or  those  that  are  im- 
proving, from  off  the  crowded  ward,  and  give  them  the 
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benefit  of  out-door  exercise  and  quiet  from  excitement  and 
noise. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  not  been  able  to  give  our 
patients  amusements  in  the  way  of  music  or  concerts,  as 
we  have  no  place  available  for  that  purpose.  This  deprives 
us  of  a  great  help  in  diverting  the  mind  and  breaking  the 
monotony  of  Asylum  life.  We  have,  whenever  the  weather 
has  been  suitable,  taken  out  walking  parties  of  all  such  pa- 
tients as  were  able  to  go  and  could  be  trusted,  three  or  four 
times  a  week,  for  the  double  purpose  of  giving  them  exer- 
cise in  the  open  air  and  of  enabling  us  to  more  thoroughly 
ventilate  the  building.  The  question  of  keeping  the  build- 
ing in  good  sanitary  condition  is  one  of  great  importance, 
and  considerable  difficulty  is  experienced  owing  to  this 
over-crowded  condition.  During  the  summer  months  we 
can  partially  meet  this  need  by  constantly  keeping  the  win- 
dows open,  day  and  night;  but  as  severe  winter  weather 
approaches,  to  do  this  and  at  the  same  time  heat  the  build- 
ings and  keep  up  a  comfortable  temperature,  is  almost  an 
impossibility.  It  then  almost  comes  to  the  question  of 
which  is  the  worst  evil,  to  freeze,  or  to  be  poisoned  by  in- 
haling the  air  vitiated  by  the  breathing  of  so  many  per- 
sons. Only  those  who  have  the  care  of  the  insane  can 
fully  realize  what  is  meant  by  the  odor  arising  from  the 
breath  of  a  number  of  such  unfortunate  persons  congre- 
gated in  places  not  thoroughly  ventilated.  We  therefore 
keep  open  windows  as  much  as  possible,  although  it  gives 
rise  to  a  good  deal  of  complaint  from  patients  at  times,  and 
also  subjects  them  to  the  taking  of  colds,  and  to  coughs,  etc. 

Another  trouble  experienced  is  the  constant  use  of 
closets,  intended  to  accommodate  a  given  number  of  per- 
sons, by  double  that  number.  This  gives  rise  to  vile  odors 
despite  the  constant  flushing  and  free  use  of  deoderizing 
materials.  We  have  spared  no  effort,  however,  to  keep 
every  part  of  the  building  scrupulously  clean  and  to  main- 
tain a  good  sanitary  condition,  and  so  far  we  have  suc- 
ceeded fairly  well.  How  long  that  can  continue  under  ex- 
isting circumstances,  remains  to  be  seen.  Our  best  efforts, 
however,  will  always  be  put  forth  to  that  end. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  for 
the  past  year  has  been  as  good  as  could  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected.   We  have  had  no  epidemic  of  disease,  nor  any  acr 
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cidents  of  any  importance.  Aside  from  those  forms  of 
bodily  ailments  incidental  to  mental  and  nervous  diseases, 
there  have  been  a  few  cases  of  malarial  and  of  ordinary 
sicknesses,  such  as  would  naturally  occur  amongst  this 
number  of  diseased  people  congregated  in  one  building. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT. 

I  here  introduce  a  short  summary  of  the  financial  con- 
dition of  care  and  treatment  account  to  date.  For  more 
explicit  and  detailed  account,  see  balance  sheet  and  tabular 
reports  appended  :

The  daily  attendance  of  patients  for  the  year  ending 
November  30th,  1889,  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-one. 
The  daily  averege  cost  per  capita  per  diem,  fifty-six  and 
three-quarters  cents,  as  against  fifty-eight  and  two-thirds 
cents  for  1888.  As  stated  in  my  last  report,  this  reduction 
is  not  due  to  any  special  effort  to  reduce  the  cost,  but  from 
increase  of  numbers  cared  for,  without  material  increase  in 
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the  working  force  of  the  Asylum.  As  will  be  seen,  the  cost 
of  care  and  treatment  has  decreased  during  the  past  two 
years  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  our  expenses  have  been 
materially  increased  during  that  period  by  charging  care 
and  treatment  account  with  the  burial  expenses,  coroner's 
fees,  and  clothing  of  indigent  patients,  amounting  to  twen- 
ty-five hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars  and  sixty-eight 
cents.  Previous  to  March  8th,  1888  (when  the  present  law 
took  effect)  these  charges  were  met  by  the  counties  whence 
the  patients  came. 

Our  accommodations  for  employees,  other  than  those 
employed  upon  the  wards,  are  inadequate  and  unsuitable, 
not  to  say  uncomfortable,  especially  in  the  winter  months  ; 
in  fact  they  have  been  and  are  a  source  of  discontent,  and 
justly  so.  The  basement  rooms  were  not  intended  for  sleep- 
ing apartments,  but  we  have  used  them  for  that  purpose, 
for  lack  of  better  accommodation.  If  that  is  to  continue, 
these  rooms  should  be  plastered,  proper  floors  should  be  put 
into  them,  and  they  should  be  comfortably  fijtted  up. 

The  rooms  formerly  occupied  by  the  medical  superin- 
tendent's office,  steward's  bed-room,  drug  store,  reception 
room,  etc.,  on  the  first  floor,  have  been  vacated  to  make 
more  sleeping  room  for  patients,  increasing  the  number  of 
beds  by  twenty-four.  The  office  quarters  and  drug  store 
are  now  located  in  the  southwest  corner  room  in  the  base- 
ment. This  location  is  cramped  for  space  and  unpleasant 
for  many  reasons,  but  the  benefit  to  patients  from  more 
room  on  Ward  A,  more  than  counterbalances  the  incon- 
veniences to  the  office  quarters. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

For  the  past  two  years  we  have  been  under  the  neces^ 
sity  of  practising  a  dangerous  economy  in  the  use  of  water 
In  fact,  the  supply  has  been  inadequate  for  the  needs.  Two 
reasons  for  this  have  been  :  The  greater  amount  required 
as  the  number  of  patients  have  increased,  and  the  general 
drouth  of  last  season,  lessening  the  flow  from  Oak  Springs. 
These  wants,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  abundantly  supplied  as 
soon  as  your  Executive  Committee  shall  have  completed  the 
pumping  plant  (now  in  course  of  construction)  from  the 
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springs  in  the  north  pasture,  and  will  settle  the  question  of 
water  for  the  future.  The  requirements  for  water  per 
capita  in  an  asylum  are  greater  than  for  any  other  institu- 
tion where  so  many  people  are  confined,  due  to  the  filthy 
habits  of  many  of  our  inmates.  This  pumping  plant  will 
also  remove  another  source  of  great  anxiety  by  providing 
protection  in  case  of  fire,  enabling  us  to  keep  up  a  constant 
stream  of  water  from  the  hydrants  and  fire  stands,  should 
there  be  need  for  it.  At  present  there  is  but  twenty  min- 
utes' supply  at  most,  from  lack  of  reservoir  or  storage 
capacity.  An  abundance  of  wTater  is  an  absolute  necessity 
to  maintain  good  sanitation. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  condition  of  the  sewerage  remains  the  same  as 
stated  in  my  former  reports.  It  is  an  evil  and  a  constant 
menace  to  health.  In  this  connection  I  can  only  reiterate 
what  I  stated  in  the  reports  before  mentioned,  with  this  ad- 
dition :  That  as  we  are  about  to  pump  our  water  supply 
from  the  North  Pasture  Springs,  it  will  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  carry  the  sewage  away  from  its  present  outlet,  and 
it  should  be  done  at  once  ;  if  not,  the  sewTage  matter  will 
naturally  drain  to  the  lower  point  and  contaminate  the 
waters  of  the  springs,  rendering  them  entirely  unfit  for 
domestic  purposes.  There  is  no  fact  better  established  than 
that  the  contamination  of  water  used  for  domestic  purposes 
with  fcecal  matter  will  give  rise  to  fatal  epidemics  of  sick- 
ness of  a  typhoid  character.  I  bring  this  matter  to  the  at* 
tention  of  the  Board,  deeming  it  of  the  utmost  importance 
to  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  Asylum  inmates. 

BOILER  HOUSE. 

Since  my  last  report,  the  old  boiler  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired  and  refitted  with  new  tubes,  and  replaced  in  the 
boiler  house  alongside  the  new  boiler.  We  have  now  ample 
means  for  the  generation  of  steam,  and  no  longer  fear  being 
left  without  heat,  light  or  power,  as  was  the  case  previous 
to  1  his.  We  have  now  one  boiler  always  in  reserve,  run 
them  alternately,  and  are  able  to  make  repairs  at  once, 
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whenever  needed,  thus  lengthening  the  period  of  usefulness 
of  each. 

The  matter  of  coal  bunkers  remains  as  stated  in  former 
reports,  and  coal  is  still  hauled  by  cat-load  lots  at  a  time, 
over  all  kinds  of  roads.  In  the  fall  and  spring,  then  the 
roads  are  bad,  it  costs  twice  as  much  to  haul  the  coal  as  it 
would  in  good  weather.  A  considerable  sum  could  be  saved 
in  drayage  were  bunkers  provided  in  which  to  store  a 
whole  winter's  supply,  and  hauled  in  the  summer  months. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHT. 

This  continues  to  give  satisfaction,  as  in  the  past.  The 
expense  for  the  past  years  for  repairs  has  been  very  light. 
The  cost  per  lamp  of  sixteen  candle  power  has  been  a  frac- 
tion less  than  one  cent  per  hour.  The  expenses  for  the  year 
ending  have  been  :

Sixty-seven  lamps,  nine  hundred  hours  each. 

LAUNDRY. 

We  have  patched  up  the  temporary  building  used  for 
laundry  purposes,  from  time  to  time,  and  it  still  continues 
to  do  duty,  but  it  is  very  unfit  therefor  ;  it  is  in  such  a 
shaky  condition  that  it  would  not  be  safe  to  place  in  it  the 
improved  machinery  that  our  large  washings  now  demand, 
even  if  there  were  room,  and  there  is  not.  When  this 
structure  was  erected,  it  was  not  expected  to  stand  longer 
than  two  years,  and  it  would  not  be  economy  to  expend  any 
more  means  upon  it.  We  urgently  need  a  Centrifugal 
wringer  and  steam  ironer. 


THE  FARM. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  unfavorable  one  for  the 
farm.  We,  in  common  with  our  neighbors,  suffered  from 
the  long  drouth  and  lack  of  sufficient  water  for  irrigating 
purposes.    The  products  of  the  farm  were  materially  re- 
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duced  from  these  causes.  The  crop  of  vegetables  was 
partially  a  failure,  especially  the  potatoes.  We  have  always 
raised  an  abundance  in  past  years  to  supply  our  wants;  this 
year  we  are  under  the  necessity  of  purchasing  three  hun- 
dred bushels  to  carry  us  through  the  winter.  Other  pro- 
ducts shrank  in  proportion.  The  yield  of  hay,  also,  was 
much  less,  and  it  will  be  necessary,  before  the  spring  opens, 
to  purchase  a  number  of  tons  for  the  feeding  of  the  itock. 
The  addition  of  the  Jersey  herd  increases  our  needs  in  that 
direction.  The  supply  of  milk  and  butter  previous  to  the 
purchase  of  this  herd  was  very  limited.  We  now  are  able 
to  make  what  butter  is  used,  thus  cutting  off  an  outlay  for 
butter  of  several  hundred  dollars  per  year,  and  at  the  same 
time  we  have  a  fair  supply  of  miik.  The  cows  appear  to 
be  doing  well,  and  in  a  few  years  the  Asylum  will  have  a 
fine  herd  of  valuable  throughbred  animals. 

The  building  of  a  convenient  and  solid  structure  for  a 
cow  barn,  along  with  hay  loft,  and  purchase  of  machinery 
for  cutting  feed,  enables  us  to  take  much  better  care  of  the 
stock,  and  at  the  same  time  greatly  economize  the  feed. 
The  improved  hog  pen,  built  during  the  year,  enables  us  to 
keep  more  hogs,  in  better  condition,  and  removes  them  far- 
ther away,  doing  away  with  the  stench  that  in  the  hot 
weather  frequently  reached  the  Asylum  buildings. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  disadvantages  labored 
under  during  the  past  year,  the  farm  has  done  fairly  well. 
The  products  amount  to  $2,527.11  ;  the  expense  of  the 
farm,  $1,466.56.    Balance  in  favor  of  the  farm,  1,060.55. 

A  barn  building  is  needed  for  the  proper  care  of  the 
teams,  farming  utensils,  wagons,  etc.  The  present  old  shed 
is  unsuitable  for  that  purpose.  These  buildings  should  be 
taken  farther  away  from  the  Asylum  and  placed  between 
the  hog  pens  and  cow  barn.  This  would  bring  together  all 
that  class  of  buildings  on  a  line  facing  south,  and  enable 
us  to  stack  the  hay  and  all  other  farm  products  together, 
economizing  space  and  facilitating  labor. 

The  fence  around  the  farm,  now  completed,  saves  a 
great  annoyance  from  loose  stock  that  have  heretofore 
destroyed  a  large  amount  of  garden  truck  every  summer 
and  fall;  and  also  from  the  still  greater  annoyance  of  parties 
constantly  riding  and  driving  through  the  Asylum  grounds. 

In  bringing  this  report  to  a  close,  1  wish  to  express  to 
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the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  kind  and  continued  support  that  you  have  always 
extended  to  me  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Asylum,  and  hope  that  you  will  pardon  me  for  reiteration 
of  matter,  in  this  report,  with  which  you  are  perfectly 
familiar.  Our  needs,  while  greater,  are  so  nearly  of  the 
same  nature  as  detailed  in  former  reports,  that  it  would 
have  been  impossible  for  me  to  omit  some  reiteration  and 
comply  with  my  duty  in  the  matter. 

I  also  wish  at  this  time  to  testify  to  the  general  faith 
fulness  of  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  Asylum,  for 
their  cheerfuJ  co-operation  in  carrying  out  all  measures  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Asylum  and  its  inmates,  and  that,  at 
times,  under  very  discouraging  circumstances. 

Our  thanks  are  also  due,  on  behalf  of  the  inmates  of 
the  Asylum,  to  the  editors  and  proprietors  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Herald,  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune  the  Deseret  News,  Provo  En- 
guirer,  Utah  Valley  Gazette,  Nepht  Ensign,  Sanpete  Sentinel 
and  Wasatch  Wave,  who  have  regularly  furnished  the 
Asylum,  free  of  charge,  a  copy  of  their  valuable  papers. 
Also,  to  Hon.  John  T.  Caine,  and  many  other  friends  of  the 
institution,  for  papers,  periodicals  and  books.

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Supplemental  Report 

OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  INSANE  ASYLUM. 


To  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly: 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Insane  Asylum  respectfully 
submit  the  following  supplemental  report  with  respect  to  the 
present  building  erected  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the 
insane,  the  proposed  additions  to  the  building,  the  number  of 
patients  that  can  be  cared  for  in  the  same,  and  some  matters 
relating  to  the  Insane  Asylum  of  general  interest. 

THE  PRESENT  BUILDING. 

1.— The  capacity  of  the  two  wards  (the  first  and  second 
stories)  of  the  present  building  was  estimated  by  Architect 
Burton  to  be  seventy-five  patients.  This  estimate  was  based 
upon  an  allowance  of  room  to  each  patient  which  is  equal  in 
space  to  any  made  in  any  like  institution  in  the  United  States 
and  probably  in  the  world.  This  allowance  of  room  to 
patients  does  not  include  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  officers 
and  attendants,  the  kitchen,  bakery,  storerooms  and  rooms 
for  employes  not  engaged  upon  the  wards;  nor  does  it  in- 
clude the  rooms  designated  as  dining  room,  associate  dormi- 
tories, etc.,  provided  in  the  third  story  and  intended  to  be  used 
in  connection  with  a  three  story  wing  to  be  added  to  the  asy- 
lum at  some  future  time. 

The  rooms  in  the  third  story  could  accommodate  from 
twenty  to  twenty-four  of  the  quieter  class  of  patients,  if  the 
entire  wing  was  used  for  one  sex. 

By  removing  the  administration  officers  from  the  rooms 
assigned  to  them  in  the  first  story,  and  locating  the  beds  as 
shown  on  the  plans,  the  capacity  of  the  wards  can  be  in- 
creased without  too  great  inconvenience,  to  one  hundred  and 
four. 

The  capacity  of  the  present  and  of  future  wings  can 
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be  still  further  increased  by  making  use  of  the  basement, 
which  is  above  the  ground,  perfectly  dry,  and  is  now  used  by 
officers  and  attendants.  If  this  is  done  from  thirty  to  thirty- 
could  be  used  for  this  purpose, the  centre  building  would  have  to 
five  patients  could  be  accommodated.  Before  the  basement 
ould  be  used  for  this  purpose,  the  centre  bui  lding  would  have  to 
be  erected,  and  the  kitchen,  bakery,  storerooms,  dining  room 
for  attendants,  officers  and  bedrooms  for  employes  located  in 
it,  where  they  properly  belong. 

With  these  changes  the  total  capacity  of  the  wing 
would  be: 

Basement,   -  -  -  30  to  35 

First  Story,       -  -  -  54 

Second  Story,        -  -  -  54 

Third  Story,     -  -         -  20  to  24 

Total,  -  -     158  to  167 

The  other  wing  of  the  building  when  completed  will 
accommodate  an  equal  number  of  patients. 

THE  CENTRE  BUILDING. 

The  basement  of  the  centre  building  will  contain  the 
kitchen,  storerooms,  dining  and  bedrooms  for  employes  and 
private  laundry.  The  first  story  will  contain  the  drug  store, 
general  office,  officers  dining  room,  general  reception  room, 
stewards',  supervisors'  and  matrons'  rooms,  and  the  patients' 
reception  room  for  each  wing.  The  second  story  is  reserved 
for  the  medical  superintendent's  residence,  and  for  assistant 
physician's  and  directors'  room.  The  third  story  can  be 
utilized  for  convalescent  patients  and  will  accommodate  from 
forty  to  fifty  by  changing  the  present  arrangement  of  the 
rooms,  as  indicated  upon  the  plans. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  three  hundred  patients  can  be 
cared  for  in  the  asylum  when  completed,  and  if  the  necessity 
arises,  three  hundred  and  fifty  can  be  cared  tor.  These  figures 
are  based  upon  a  radical  change  from  the  original  plan  for 
the  interior  arrangement  of  the  buildings. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  insanity  occurring  in  the 
Territory  during  the  past  two  years,  was  forty;  estimating 
upon  this  basis  it  will  be  seen  that  if  the  buildings  are  com- 
pleted according  to  the  revised  plans,  they  will  be  ample  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  Territory  for  many  years  to  come. 
There  are  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  patients  in  the  Asylum 
at  the  present  time. 
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COST  OF  BUILDINGS.

If  we  take  three  hundred  patients  as  a  basis  this  will 
make  the  average  cost  for  one  patient  $909. 

The  future  additions  to  be  made  to  the  asylum  will  furnish 
accommodations  for  many  more  patients  without  a  corres- 
ponding increase  in  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  asylum, 
as  the  kitchen,  bakery,  laundry,  heating  and  lighting  appara 
tds,  etc.,  will  suffice  for  a  much  larger  building.  These  addi 
tions  can  be  made  at  a  cost  of  from  $35,000  to  $40,000,  and 
when  made,  will  reduce  the  average  cost  for  each  patient  to 
about  $550. 

According  to  statistics  collected  in  1886,  the  average  cost 
of  construction  of  the  eighty-five  State  and  private  asylums 
in  the  United  States  was  $1000  per  patient.  The  cost  of  modern 
buildings  erected  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane 
ranges  from  $800  to  $1,500  per  patient.  The  apparent  high  cost 
of  these  asylums  is  due  to  the  fact  that  they  require  a  thorough 
system  of  ventilation,  sanitary  arrangements,  etc.,  more  sub- 
stantial walls  and  every  safeguard  possible  against  fire.  In 
fact  these  buildings  have  to  be  made  as  far  as  possible  fire 
proof. 

The  present  Asylum  is  sadly  overcrowded,  yet  every 
patient  committed  has  been  received,  and  no  application 
made  has  been  refused. 

The  Board  of  Directors  earnestly  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration the  absolute  necessity  for  the  completion  of  the 
Asylum  building  according  to  the  plans  submitted.  At  this 
time  the  patients  are  crowded  into  two  wards.  The  males 
in  one,  the  females  in  the  other.  There  is  no  classification 
possible,  and  patients  who  may  be  convalescing  are  forced  to 
mingle  with  other  patients  suffering  with  every  shape  and 
form  of  insanity.  The  result  is  that  the  most  urgent  need 
which  an  asylum  should  supply,  that  of  an  opportunity  for 
an  efficient  system  of  care  and  treatment  is  denied. 

The  case  of  a  patient  now  in  the  asylum  will  illustrate 
this  most  forcibly,  and  only  is  referred  to  enable  you  to 
thoroughly  understand  the  situation.    A  few  weeks  ago  a 
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gentleman  who  was  widely  known  in  the  community  in 
which  he  lived,  and  who  had  been  elected  by  the  people  to 
public  positions  of  local  importance,  was  brought  to  the 
Asylum  in  a  raving  condition.  After  some  days  his  disease 
yielded  to  treatment,  and  at  intervals  he  would  become  rational; 
at  these  times  he  would  beg  to  be  taken  to  some  place  where 
he  would  not  have  to  be  associated  with  the  inmates,  saying 
that  if  he  was  forced  to  mingle  with  them  he  would  become 
hopelessly  insane.  There  was  no  place  to  keep  him  except 
in  the  male  ward,  and  his  recovery  has,  consequently,  been 
retarded  and  may  ultimately  fail. 

This  is  only  one  of  many  similar  cases.  The  truth  is  to 
successfully  treat  the  insane,  the  capacity  of  the  building  must 
permit  of  classification. 

In  conclusion,  the  board  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  will  be 
wise  economv  to  erect  the  proposed  buildings.  This  can  be 
done  by  expending  $81,-r  00  in  1890,  and  $81,500  in  1891.  >  It 
will  be  found,  if  this  be  done,  that  the  average  cost  of  main- 
taining the  Asylum  will  be  much  less  than  to  continue  in  the 
present  condition.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of 
Utah: 

Gentlemen — 

In  compliance  with  the  law  I  submit  to  you  my 
report  in  behalf  of  the  management  of  the  Territorial  Insane 
Asylum  for  the  two  years  last  past. 

Accompanying  this  are  full  and  detailed  reports  from  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Institu- 
tion. The  report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  will  give  you 
very  full  information  concerning  all  the  domestic  affairs  of  the 
Asylum;  the  other  reports  will  exhibit  in  detail  its  financial 
•affairs. 

ADDITIONAL  BUILDING. 

The  last  Legislative  Assembly  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$163,000.00  for  additional  buildings  and  authorized  the  erection 
of  an  administration  or  central  building,  and  a  north  wing  for 
patients,  in  accordance  with  plans  submitted  to  and  approved  by 
that  body.  In  pursuance  of  this  authority  and  in  accordance 
with  these  approved  plans  the  buildings  have  been  erected  and  are 
now  nearly  ready  for  occupancy. 

To  supply  the  funds  necessary  to  meet  this  and  other  appro- 
priations for  similar  purposes,  the  Legislative  Assembly  at  the 
same  session  provided  for  the  issuance  and  sale  of  bonds  of  the 
Territor}'  to  the  amount  of  $300,000.00,  and  appointed  a  loan 
commission  to  dispose  of  the  same. 

A  portion  of  them  were  sold  August  16th,  1890,  from  which 
the  Asylum  received  $60,000.00.  Repeated  efforts  were  made 
thereafter  by  the  loan  commission  to  dispose  of  the  remainder  of 
these  bonds,  but,  owing  to  the  unprecedented  closeness  of  the 
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money  market,  their  efforts  were  unsuccessful  until  the  month  of 
February,  1891,  when  the  remainder  of  the  bonds  were  disposed 
of.  It  was  not  until  June  23d,  however,  that  the  last  of  the 
money  from  these  bonds  was  obtained  for  the  Asylum.  It  was 
then  found,  upon  an  examination  of  the  appropriation  bill,  that 
$306,000.00  had  been  appropriated  to  the  various  institutions,  all 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  these  $300,000.00  bonds.  The 
Asylum  was  compelled  to  bear  its  proportion  of  this  deficiency  of 
$6,000.00  thus  created,  and  which  reduced  the  amount  actually 
received  to  $160,934.16. 

Pending  the  sale  of  the  Territorial  Bonds  the  work  on  the 
buildings  was  proceeded  with.  To  discontinue  it  meant  great 
financial  loss  to  the  Territory.  The  completed  portion  of  the 
Asylum  was  already  over-crowded,  as  it  had  been  for  some  time, 
and  insane  patients  were  confined  in  the  jails  in  various  paits  of 
the  Territory  for  the  reason  that  they  could  not  be  received  and 
treated  at  the  institution. 

Prior  to  December,  1890,  the  Board  succeeded  in  borrowing 
money,  paying  ten  per  cent,  interest  thereon,  sufficient  to  continue 
the  work.  Towards  the  latter  part  of  this  month,  however,  the 
institution  found  itself  wholly  without  funds  to  pay  its  con- 
tractors. The  walls  of  the  building  were  then  up;  the  roof  was 
not  on;  the  contractors  were  demanding  their  money,  and  threat- 
ened to  discontinue  work  unless  they  received  it.  To  suspend 
work  at  such  a  time  meant  a  loss  of  from  twenty-five  to  thirty 
thousand  dollars  to  the  Territory,  besides  the  delay. 

Eyery  effort  was  made  to  borrow  money,  and  finally  the  di- 
rectors met  at  Salt  Lake  City  and  personallyvisited  every  bank- 
ing institution  in  that  city  and  represented  to  them  the  condition 
of  affairs. 

In  the  majority  of  instances,  their  importunities  for  finan- 
cial aid  met  with  a  positive  refusal.  After  spending  several  days 
in  work  of  this  character,  we  were  able  to  realize  from  the  com- 
bined banking  institutions  of  Salt  Lake  City  the  sum  of  $14,000, 
$9,500  of  which  came  from  the  Union  National  Bank.  With 
this  amount  wc  were  compelled  to  be  satisfied,  and  to  satisfy  the 
contractors. 

This  experience  is  a  fair  sample  of  what  the  Directors  have 
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had  to  contend  with  during  the  past  two  years.  Unable  to  realize 
the  funds  appropriated  by  the  Legislature,  they  have  been  com- 
pelled to  borrow  money  not  only  for  building  purposes  but  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  institution  itself,  and  to  pay  thousands  of 
dollars  in  interest  thereon. 

MAINTENANCE. 

The  sum  of  $60,000.00  was  appropriated  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature for  the  expenses  of  the  Asylum  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 
Warrants  for  this  amount  were  from  time  to  time  issued  by  the  Ter- 
ritorial Auditor,  upon  the  order  of  the  Board,  and  presented  to  the 
Territorial  Treasurer  for  payment.  They  were  by  him  registered 
as  presented,  but  not  a  single  cent  of  the  entire  amount  was  paid, 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he  had  no  funds  in  his  hands  avail- 
able for  that  purpose,  until  November  12th,  1891,  at  which  time 
we  received  $14,005.05. 

During  all  the  time  prior  to  this  date,  a  period  of  nearly 
two  years,  the  Asylum  has  existed  as  best  it  could.  The  war- 
rants have  been  used  as  collateral  and  money  borrowed  at  a  large 
interest. 

It  is  only  fair  to  say  in  this  connection  that  the  Territory  is 
under  great  obligations  to  the  Union  National  Bank  of  Salt  Lake 
City  for  financial  aid  of  this  kind.  It  is  not  exaggerating  the  fact 
to  say,  that  if  it  had  not  been  for  this  bank,  and  latterly  for  the  aid 
received  from  the  Deseret  National,  of  the  same  City,  that  the 
Institution  must  have  ceased  its  operations.  At  the  present  time 
more  than  $32,000.00  of  the  $60,000.00  appropriated,  is  still 
unpaid,  Territorial  warrants  tor  the  same  being  held  as  collateral 
security  for  the  loans  made  thereon. 

The  present  Legislature  should,  if  possible,  provide  some 
remedy  by  which  a  recurrence  of  the  experiences  of  the  last  two 
years  will  not  be  possible.  Unless  this  is  done,  there  is  no  self- 
respecting  man  in  Utah  Territory,  understanding  the  situation, 
who  would  care  to  accept  the  position  and  responsibility  of  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

We  have  a  provision  on  our  statute  books  that  the  Terri- 
torial Treasurer  is  required  to  set  apart  and  reserve  in  a  separate 
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fund,  to  be  know  as  the  fund  for  the  payment  of  jurors,  wit- 
nesses and  phonographic  reporters,  ail  moneys  appropriated  for 
this  purpose.    Session  Laws,  1890,  Sec.  17,  page  105. 

The  effect  of  this  provision  is  to  give  this  appropriation 
precedence  over  all  others.  I  suggest  that  there  is  infinitely 
more  reason  for  such  a  provision  with  regard  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  Asylum.  ^The  inmates  of  that  Institution  are  abso- 
lutely helpless  and  at  the  mercy  of  the  Territory  for  their  daily 
subsistence.  In  the  next  two  years  at  least  two  hundred  of  these 
unfortunate  persons  will  be  confined  at  the  Asylum  and  depend- 
ent upon  the  management  for  their  food  and  clothing  from  day 
to  day.  Should  the  means  of  supplying  their  wants  fail,  the 
result  would  be  one  that  none  of  us  would  care  to  contemplate. 

The  present  Legislature  should  remove  this  from  the  range 
of  possibility  by  making  provision  for  setting  apart  the  amount 
appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Asylum  for  the  next 
two  years  in  a  separate  fund. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

Deficiency— 

The  appropriation  for  buildings  by  the  last  Legislature  was 
made  upon  general  estimates  at  that  time  submitted.  In  mak- 
ing these  estimates,  as  is  usually  the  case  in  such  matters,  many 
items  of  expense  were  overlooked. 

It  was  soon  discovered  by  the  Board  of  Directors  that  the 
appropriation  of  $163,000  would  not  be  sufficient  to  complete 
the  buildings  as  authorized  by  the  Legislature.  The  plans  for 
the  same  had  been  submittted  to  the  Legislature  and  that 
body  had  approved  them  and  authorized  the  ejection  of  the 
buildings  in  accordance  with  such  plans. 

After  a  full  consideration  of  the  question  the  Board  con- 
cluded that  it  was  not  at  liberty  to  alter  the  plans  passed  upon 
by  the  Legislature,  and  therefore,  after  fully  explaining  the  mat- 
ter to  the  contractors,  the  work  was  let  and  the  buildings  pro- 
ceeded with. 

During  the  process  of  building,  it  was  found  that  details 
bad  been  omitted  in  t;he  original  plans  which  it  became  absol- 
utely necessary  to  supply, 
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Herewith  is  a  statement  showing  the  various  liabilities  in- 
curred by.  the  Territory  for  these  buildings,  from  which  it  will  be 
seen,  that  the  entire  cost  has  been  $199,742,04. 

As  before  stated  the  Board  has  received  for  this  purpose  the 
sum  of  $160,934.16,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $38,807,88,  which 
it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  to  pay  the 
contractors. 

The  contractors  have  gone  on  with  the  work  upon  the  prom- 
ise of  the  Board  that  it  would  petition  your  Honorable  Body  to 
appropriate- this  amount,  together  with  the  legal  interest  thereon 
from  the  date  it  became  due. 

A  great  part  of  this  deficiency  represents  an  actual  out- 
lay of  money  on  the  part  of  the  contractors.  The  main  con- 
trator,  The  Provo  Lumber,  Manufacturing  and  Building  Com- 
pany, the  Board  is  reliably  informed,  is  now  in  straightened  cir- 
cumstances because  they  have  been  compelled  to  carry  a  large 
proportion  of  this  deficiency. 

The  architect  and  supervisor  of  construction  both  inform 
the  Board  that  this  company  took  their  portion  of  the  work  at 
such  figures  that  they  will  sustain  an  actual/loss  thereon. 

We,  therefore,  earnestly  urge  that  the  appropriation  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  this  deficiency  be  made  at  the  earliest  practi- 
cable moment,  and  request  that  the  amount  be  made  to  bear  legal 
interest  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1892,  that  being  about  an 
average  date  when  the  same  became  due. 

Many  reasons  have  contributed  to  the  increase  of  the  cost  of 
these  buildings  over  the  amount  of  the  appropriation.  In  the 
first  place,  about  the  time  the  contracts  were  let,  and  immediately 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  Legislature,  a  "boom"  of  consid- 
erable proportions  was  in  progress  in  the  Territory.  This  "booin/' 
among  other  things,  increased  the  price  of  building  materials  and 
labor  over  that  estimated  by  the  Legislature.  Another  cause  was 
the  inability  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  obtain  funds  and  meet 
it-  obligations,  thereby  causing  delay  and  the  expenditure  of  a 
considerable  sum  for  interest. 

In  addition  to  these  general  causes  it  was  found  necessary  to 
make  excavations  on,  and  in  the  rear  of  the  building  site,  which 
had  not  been  contemplated  by  the  Legislature,    This  excavation 
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was  of  considerable  magnitude  but  was  absolutely  necessary  to 
the  safety  and  convenient  use  of  the  buildings,  as  much  of  this 
had  to  be  made  by  blasting,  it  could  not  have  been  left  till  after 
the  buildings  were  erected.  An  expenditure  of  over  $6,000.00 
was  made  for  this  purpose. 

.  In  excavating  on  the  site  of  the  new  building  a  deposit  of 
loose  sand  was  encountered,  and  therefore,  the  foundation  had  to 
be  extended  as  much  as  eight  feet  below  the  depth  originally  es- 
timated, and  concrete  footings  had  to  be  used  instead  of  limestone. 

This  necessitated  an  additional  expense  of  over .  $4,100.00. 

Brick  work  was  estimated  at  nine  dollars  per  thousand,  but 
the  actual  cost  was  about  twelve,  making  a  difference  of  $9,000 
for  this  item. 

It  was  found  that  owing  to  the  height  and  prominence  of  the 
administration  building  that  a  better  quality  of  brick  than  the 
ordinary  kind  had  to  be  used,  making  an  additional  expenditure 
of  nearly  $3,000  for  pressed  brick. 

The  plumbing,  steam  heating  and  electrical  work  cost  about 
$6,500  more  than  estimated. 

These  and  many  other  items  contributed  to  increase  the  cost- 
We  believe,  however,  that  the  result  is  a  substantial  building, 
well  worth  every  cent  expended  on  it  and  of  which  the  Territory 
may  well  be  proud.  It  will  compare  more  than  favorably  with 
any  other  similar  institution  in  the  inter-mountain  country. 

A  full  description  of  these  buildings  is  annexed,  to  which 
your  attention  is  invited. 

ADDITIONS  AND  MAINTENANCE. 

As  will  be  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Medical  Superintend- 
ent herewith,  the  estimated  cost  of  maintaining  the  Asylum  for 
the  ensuing  two  years  is  $104,000.00,  and  for  furnishing  the  new 
buildings  and  making  necessary  repairs  and  additions  the  sum  of 
$30,000  will  be  required,  making  a  total  of  $134,000. 

We  believe  that  this  amount  is  absolutely  necessary  for 
these  purposes,  and  request  that  the  same  be  appropriated. 

The  amount  necessary  for  furnishing  the  new  buildings, 
to-wit:  $12,000,  should  be  appropriated  and  made  available  aj 
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once  for  the  reason  that  no  use  can  be  made  of  these  buildings 
until  they  are  furnished. 

WARRANTS. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  Asylum,  the  management  have 
been  handicapped  by  the  fact  that  the  appropriation  made  by  the 
Legislature  has  not  been  available.  Because  of  this  the  various 
Boards  have  been  compelled  to  borrow  money  and  pay  thousands 
of  dollars  in  interest  therefor. 

This  is  a  condition  of  affairs  that  ought  not  to  be  permitted 
to  longer  exist.  We  have  already  suggested  that  this  difficulty 
may  be  obviated,  at  least  partially,  by  making  the  future  appro- 
priations a  separate  fund. 

We  suggest  that  the  Legislature  provide  further,  that  the 
warrants  issued  by  the  Auditor,  from  time  to  time,  to  cover  these 
appropriations,  shall  bear  legal  interest,  so  that  they  will  be  ne- 
gotiable and  the  management  of  the  Asylum,  when  it  becomes 
absolutely  necessary  can  raise  money  on  them  without  difficulty. 

CONCLUSION. 

This  Board,  surrounded  by  difficulties  and  meeting  with 
obstacles  at  every  step,  has  attempted  to  discharge  its  duties 
faithfully  to  the  Territory.  If  it  has  failed  in  any  particular  it 
has  not  been  due  to  a  lack  of  earnest  and  conscientious  effort. 

It  extends  a  cordial  invitation  to  your  Honorable  Body  to 
visit  and  inspect  the  result  of  its  labors  at  such  time  as  will  suit 
your  convenience.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Territorial 
Insane  Asylum: 
Gentlemen — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  here  my  annual 
report  with  details  of  the  operating  of  the  Asylum  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  November  30th,  1890.  Appended  to  the  report 
will  be  found  tabulated  statements  of  the  movement  of  patients, 
also  tabular  statements  of  the  receipts,  expenses,  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  Board  and  Treatment  account.

The  above  summary  shows  that  the  permanent  population 
of  the  Asylum  is  increased  but  one  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  yea  r 
although  during  the  year  there  have  been  admitted  forty-two 
patients;  thirty-two  have  been  discharged  and  nine  have  died — 
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a  total  of  forty-one.  The  lowest  monthly  attendance  of  patients 
during  the  year  has  been  130,  the  highest  136,  or  an  average 
monthly  attendance  of  132.  The  crowded  condition  of  the  Asy- 
lum made  it  necessary  to  cease  receiving  more  patients,  except 
as  vacancies  occurred  from  discharge  or  death;  and  the  limit  (by 
permission  of  your  Honorable  Board)  was  placed  at  135 — seventy 
males  and  sixty-five  females.  This  number  fills  the  building,, 
causing  occupancy  of  every  available  space  wherein  a  patient  can 
be  placed  with  any  degree  of  safety.  I  would  state,  in  this  con- 
nection, that  I  have  been  obliged  to  refuse  a  number  of  applica- 
tions for  admission  of  insane  persons  to  the  Asylum,  on  the 
ground  that  the  institution  cannot  with  safety  accommodate  any 
more  at  present. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  good.  No  epi- 
demic has  prevailed,  and  most  of  the  fatalities  have  been  from 
causes  that  were  progressive  and  originally  produced  the  menta} 
disease  with  which  the  patient  suffered.  There  have  been  a  few 
cases  of  fever  of  a  malarial  character,  also  some  cases  of  erysipelas, 
but  no  deaths  from  any  of  these  causes.  In  April  last  a  tragedy 
occurred  whereby  a  patient,  Sing  Lee  (a  Chinaman)  lost  his  life 
at  the  hands  of  another  patient.  This  was  thoroughly  investi- 
gated at  the  time  by  the  coroner,  and  also  brought  before  the 
Board.  While  no  blame  could  be  attached  to  anyone,  yet  it 
serves  to  illustrate  the  great  danger  which  exists  in  the  crowding 
together  of  such  irresponsible  beings,  especially  when  there  are 
no  facilities  to  separate  those  whose  insane  impulses  have  homi- 
cidal tendencies.  Fortunately,  the  new  building,  now  in  course 
of  construction,  when  completed  and  fitted  up  will  enable  the 
management  to  place  the  administering  of  the  affairs  of  the  Asy- 
lum, and  the  treatment  of  the  patients,  upon  a  new  basis,  that 
will  do  away  with  many,  if  not  all,  of  the  features  which 
are  at  present  so  detrimental  to  the  physical  and  mental  well- 
being  of  the  patients  and  militate  so  heavily  against  any  attempt 
at  rational  treatment.  In  fact,  this  number  of  patients,  crowded 
together  as  they  must  be  under  present  circumstances,  renders 
futile  any  effort  at  systematic  treatment,  and  makes  the  Asylum 
little  better  than  a  house  of  detention  in  which  we  do  the  best 
we  can  to  attend  the  physical  needs  of  the  patients. 
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Our  percentage  of  discharges  was  gratifying,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances; I  am  satisfied  they  would  have  been  greater  had  we 
not  been  subject  to  so  much  noise  and  excitement  around  the 
buildings.  During  the  whole  of  the  past  summer  and  fall,  the 
great  number  of  men  and  teams  employed  about  the  grounds 
and  buildings,  and  the  noise  and  confusion  incidental  to  the  pro- 
gress of  such  work,  have  had  a  demoralizing  effect  upon  the  in- 
mates, and  have,  also,  increased  the  labors  of  the  attendants  very 
materially.  We  are  anxiously  looking  forward  to  the  time  when 
quietude  will  again  prevail  around  the  outside  of  the  institution, 
feeling  certain  that  it  will  be  conducive  of  a  greater  degree  of 
quietude  within. 

Some  of  the  patients  discharged  during  the  past  year  have 
been,  by  my  advice,  permitted  to  go  upon  parol  to  the  care  of 
their  friends,  with  the  understanding  that,  should  it  become  nec- 
essary, they  could  be  returned  at  once.  These  were  cases  that 
had  made  considerable  progress  toward  recovery,  and,  in  my 
judgment,  simply  needed  the  quiet  of  home  surrounding  and 
friends  to  complete  the  cure.  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that 
this  method  has  proven  successful  in  all  of  the  cases  paroled,  and 
none  have  been  returned.  In  some  cases,  where  I  deemed  it  for 
the  patient's  good,  I  have  counseled  the  obtaining  of  an  order  of 
the  court  for  the  removal  of  patients  to  the  guardianship  of  their 
friends.  These  were  patients  of  whose  eventual  cure  I  felt  less 
sure  than  I  did  of  the  cases  released  upon  parol  and  therefore  was 
not  willing  to  take  upon  myself  the  responsibility.  One  of  the 
cases  has  been  returned;  but  some  have  gone  on  to  perfect  re- 
covery, and  I  feel  satisfied  they  would  not  have  done  so  had 
they  remained  here. 

There  are  a  great  many  matters  pertaining  to  the  present 
condition  of  the  Asylum  that  I  might  bring  before  the  Board 
in  this  report,  but  I  realize  that  many  of  the  objectionable 
features  are  being  remedied  as  speedily  as  is  within  the  power 
of  the  Board,  or  that  they  cannot  be  remedied  until  the  addi- 
tions to  the  Asylum  are  completed. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum  building  lias  been 
good,  considering  the  over-crowded  condition.  The  abundant, 
supply  of  water  furnished  by  the  pumping  plant  enabled  us  to 
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keep  the  closets  and  sinks  thoroughly  flushed,  thus  removing  at 
once  11  deleterious  material,  preventing  any  accumulation  of 
filth  rnd  keeping  the  sewer  pipes  from  fouling. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Board  and  Treatment  Fund 
will  be  found  stated  in  Table  4,  in  connection  with  the  ledger 
balance  sheet  attached.  The  cost  per  capita  per  diem  for  care 
and  treatment  for  the  past  year  has  been  54.9  cents. 

FARM  AND  DAIRY. 

Statement  of  product  of  farm  will  be  found  in  Table  No.  7; 
also  see  Table  8  for  separate  statement  of  dairy  (which  is  in- 
cluded in  that  of  the  farm).  The  Jersey  herd  has  done  fairly 
well,  and  kept  the  Asylum  supplied  with  a  sufficiency  of  a 
superior  article  of  butter  and  milk.  Our  stock  and  teams  have 
done  well  during  the  past  year.  We  have  had  an  abundance 
of  vegetables  for  the  table  all  through  the  seasons,  and  will 
have  a  sufficiency  until  the  spring  time.  The  total  product  from 
the  farm,  at  market  values,  was  86,319.66;  the  cost  for  labor 
on  farm  (exclusive  of  that  of  patients)  was  $1,317.75.  The 
products  of  the  dairy  in  milk  and  butter  was,  at  market  values, 
*2. 182.93;  the  expense  for  help,  hay  and  grain,  etc.,  was 
§1,634.23.    See  tables. 

LAUNDRY. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  are  soon  to  have  a  new  laundry 
building,  and  improved  machinery  for  that  very  important  and, 
to  an  institution  of  this  kind,  indispensable  department,  I  for- 
bear saying  anything  about  the  present  arrangements,  except  to 
state  that  the  old  building  is  almost  a  ruin,  and  the  little  ma- 
chinery that  we  have  about  worn  out,  causing  the  work  de- 
manded of  it  to  be  done  in  a  very  laboriously  and  unsatisfactory 
manner. 

THE  ELECTRIC  LIGHT. 

As  in  the  past  years,  the  electric  light  has  given  good  satis- 
faction, but  will  require,  at  an  early  date,  a  thorough  overhaul- 
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ing  and  repairing.  The  many  improvements  made  in  this  class 
of  lighting  (tending  to  efficiency,  safety  and  economy)  since  our 
plant  was  put  in,  render  this  necessary.  So  far,  however,  T  have 
no  words  hut  those  of  commendation  for  this  department.  The 
cost  per  hour  for  sixteen -candle  power  lamp  has  been  1.2  cents. 

The  coming  year  bids  fair  to  be  one  of  increasing  care  and 
anxiety  to  the  management  of  the  Asylum,  owing  to  the  many 
changes  that  must  be  made  to  bring  this  institution  from  its 
present  condition  to  that  of  an  asylum  in  the  full  sense  of  the 
word;  yet  I  do  not  doubt  that  this  will  be  successfully  accom- 
plished, knowing  that  the  members  of  the  Board  will  give  all 
the  assistance,  encouragement  and  advice  that  is  within  their 
power,  as  they  have  done  in  the  past — and  for  which  I  wish  to 
express  at  this  time  my  most  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Territorial 
Insane  Asylum: 
Gentlemen — 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you,  as  required  by  law, 
this  my  Seventh  Annual  Report,  detailing  the  operations  of  the 
Asylum  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30th,  1891,  with 
appended  tabular  matter  pertaining  to  the  movement  of  patients^  , 
and  receipts,  disbursements  and  expenses  of  care  and  treatment 
account.

RECAPITULATION. 


Increase  of  permanent  population  for  the  year,  23;  patients 
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admitted  during  the  year,  67;  discharged,  23;  died  21.  Aver- 
age daily  attendance  during  the  year,  141.  The  average  cost  of 
care  and  treatment,  per  diem,  per  capita,  was  a  fraction  over 
sixty  cents,  or  an  increase  of  cost  of  care  and  treatment,  over  the 
preceding  year,  of  six  cents  and  a  fraction  per  capita,  per  diem. 
This  increase  in  the  expenses  is  due  to  the  many  interferences 
with  our  administrative  department  which  could  not  be  avoided 
while  the  construction  of  the  new  buildings  was  going  on  and 
the  tearing  down  of  the  old  ones.  In  the  laundry  department 
alone,  for  instance,  through  having  to  hire  the  washing  done 
away  from  the  Asylum  for  a  long  time,  the  expense  was  greatly 
augmented  as  compared  to  the  cost  when  the  same  was  done 
upon  the  premises.  There  were  also  many  other  expenses  that 
had  to  be  incurred,  trifling  in  themselves,  but  in  the  aggregate 
amounting  to  a  large  sum.  A  detail  statement  of  all  expenses 
is  hereto  appended,  and  will  be  found  in  the  tabular  matter,  of 
which  I  give  an  index. 

The  General  Health  of  the  Patients 

For  the  past  year  has  not  been  so  good  as  in  former  years,  al- 
though we  have  had  no  epidemic  diseases.  As  will  be  seen  from 
this  report,  the  death  rate  has  been  much  higher  than  in  past 
years,  and  the  percentage  of  recoveries  less.  This  I  ascribe 
chiefly  to  two  causes:  the  overcrowding  of  the  Asylum,  and  the 
disturbed  condition  of  the  patients  from  the  constant  confusion, 
traffic  and  noise  surrounding  the  institution.  This,  I  am  aware, 
has  been  unavoidable,  owing  to  the  magnitude  of  the  building 
operations  going  on;  but  it  nevertheless  has  measurably  increased 
the  difficulties  under  which  we  have  labored  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  the  Asylum,  and  the  proper  treatment  of 
the  patients.  The  patients  have  been  constantly  disturbed  and 
in  an  excited  condition.  Our  inability,  for  lack  of  room,  to 
separate  those  of  the  patients  who  were  most  susceptible  to  such 
influences  from  amongst  the  quieter  class,  has  militated  heavily 
against  and  detracted  from  the  benefit  of  treatment;  and  to  this 
cause,  in  my  judgment,  may  be  attributed  the  decrease  in  the 
percentage  of  recoveries.    In  fact, "the  experience  of  the  past  two 
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years  has  impressed  upon  me,  as  nothing  else  could  have  done/ 
how  potent  a  factor  in  the  treatment  of  mental  diseases,  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  is  the  ability  to  keep  them  entirely  free  from 
outside  influences  and  to  give  them  absolute  quietude  and  retire- 
ment from  the  bustle  and  confusion  of  the  busy  outside  world. 
One  disturbed  and  noisy  patient,  except  he  be  quickly  removed, 
will  in  a  short  time  cause  a  whole  ward  full  of  patients  to  be- 
come excited,  requiring  hours  to  quiet  them  down  again.  Dis- 
turbances from  the  outside  produce  the  same  effect.  We  have 
experienced  this  fully  during  the  past  two  years.  However,  we 
look  forward  with  much  hope  to  the  near  future,  when  the  new 
buildings  shall  have  been  completed  and  fitted  for  occupancy. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  present  occupied  wing  is  crowded  to  a 
dangerous  extent,  and  this  is  only  justified  by  the  fact  of  an  ex- 
pected outlet  into  the  new  building  at  an  early  date.  These 
buildings  are  nearing  completion,  and  with  that  completion 
comes  the  question  of  furnishing  the  same  with  the  necessary 
equipments  before  they  can  be  made  available.  This  will  re- 
quire quite  a  large  sum,  and  their  being  no  money Jov  this  pur- 
pose, 1  would  respectfully  urge  upon  the  Board  that  an  appeal  be 
made  to  the  Legislature  at  the  earliest  date  possible  for  a  special 
appropriation  to  cover  this  need.  1  herewith  hand  you  an 
estimate  of  the  necessary  fixtures  and  furniture,  and  also 
approximated  cost  of  same. 

Some  months  ago,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board,  I  placed 
the  limit  of  the  number  of  patients  to  be  received  at  135 
believing  that  we  could  not  safely  care  for  more  than  that  num- 
ber in  the  present  wing;  but  as  the  new  buildings  progressed 
toward  completion,  and  the  applications  for  admission  became 
more  urgent  from  counties  where  insane  persons  were  confined  in 
jails — cases  that  could  not  be  cared  for  by  private  parties— I 
again  made  room  for  more,  until  we  had  in  charge  154.  I  was 
then  compelled  to  notify  all  the  Counties  not  to  commit  any 
more  to  the  Asylum,  as  they  could  not  be  received,  except  as 
vacancies  occurred  from  deaths  or  discharges,  or  until  the  new 
buildings  were  opened.  At  the  present  time  there  are  several 
applications  from  different  counties  asking  for  admission  of 
patients  who  are  now  confined  in  jails.    These  facts  will  explain 
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more  fully  than  any  words  of  mine  can,  the  urgent  necessity  that 
exists  for  fitting  up  the  new  buildings  for  occupancy. 

The  wing  that  is  now  occupied  by  the  patients  needs  a 
thorough  renovation,  whenever  we  can  get  the  patients  out  of  it 
for  a  sugjcient  length  of  time.  The  wood-work  needs  repairing 
and  painting,  and  the  walls  and  ceilings  require  repairing  and 
calcimining  or  painting.  This  building  has  been  occupied  nearly 
seven  years  without  any  material  repairs,  and  without  any  paint- 
ing or  calcimining  being  done;  and  considering  the  unclean  habits 
and  destructive  tendencies  of  many  of  the  inmates,  it  speaks  well 
for  the  attendants  that  the  building  is  in  as  good  condition  as  it 
is.  The  repairs  should  be  made  as  soon  as  possible.  I 
would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  roof  of  this  wing.  It  is  very 
defective,  and  a  constant  source  of  trouble,  and  although  con- 
siderable repairs  have  been  made  upon  it,  from  time  to  time,  it  is 
still  leaking  at  every  rain  or  snow  storm.  Especially  is  this  so 
in  the  gutters,  where  it  is  causing  considerable  damage  to  the 
ceilings  and  outside  walls,  which  will  make  expensive  repairs 
necessary.  I  would  suggest  to  the  Board  that  the  gutters  be 
laid  down  with  new  material,  as  it  seems  impossible,  with  all  the 
repairs  that  have  been  put  upon  them,  to  keep  them  from 
leaking. 

The  excavating  and  building  operations  have  left  the 
grounds  surrounding  the  Asylum  in  a  state  of  chaos,  and  to 
bring  order  out  of  this  will  require  considerable  labor  and  ex- 
pense, for  which  provision  should  be  made,  also,  for  the  build- 
ing of  retaining  walls  against  the  embankments  in  the  rear  of 
the  buildings,  to  prevent  the  caving  down  that  otherwise  will 
certainly  occur. 

Some  outbuildings  are  still  needed,  notably  a  dead  house  or 
morgue.  This  should  be  built  of  brick,  and  supplied  with  con- 
veniences for  the  preservation  of  bodies  for  a  few  days,  as  often 
the  friends  of  deceased  patients  wish  to  take  them  away;  but 
when  those  friends  live  at  any  distance,  it  is  almost  impossible 
for  us  to  preserve  the  bodies  for  the  necessary  length  of  time,  as 
we  are  at  present  situated,  especially  in  the  summer  months. 

We  need,  also,  a  good,  substantial,  ice  house,  capable  of 
holding  at  least    200  tons  of  ice.     The  one  we  have,  built  of 
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lumber,  was  placed  in  a  cut  made  in  the  hill  side.  In  the  neces- 
sary excavating  done  during  the  past  two  years,  all  of  the  earth 
has  been  removed  from  around  it,  and  it  will  no  loDger  econom- 
ically answer  ihe  purpose  for  which  it  was  constructed.  In  con- 
nection with  the  ice  house  should  be  erected  a  building  for  dairy 
purposes;  also,  one  for  the  storing  and  preservation  of  fresh 
meats,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  store  beet  and  mutton  by  the 
who'e  carcass,  or  several  of  tkem  at  a  time,  thus  enabling  the  in- 
stitution to  purchase  at  the  lowest  market  prices.  Our  increasing 
population  will  make  this  imperative  in  a  short  time.  To  con- 
struct under  the  same  roof  the  buildings  devoted  to  the  above- 
mentioned  purposes,  would  result  in  a  saving  of  ice,  and  would 
also  prove  a  great  convenience. 

I  would  also  recommend  to  the  Board  the  purchase  of  more 
pasture  and  hay  land,  if  the  same  can  be  obtained  at  reasonable 
figures,  our  present  pasturage  being  insufficient  for  the  proper 
pasturage  of  the  dairy  herd,  and  the  hay  land  insufficient  to  pro- 
duce the  necessary  amount  of  hay  for  the  winter  feeding  of  the 
stock.  Unless  this  be  done,  we  shall  in  the  future  be  under 
the  necessity  of  buying  hay.  This  need  will  become  more  ap- 
parent as  ihe  herd  increases  in  numbers — and  such  increase  be- 
comes imperative  with  a  greater  demand  for  milk  and  butter. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  the  teams  of  the  Asylum.  These  will 
have  to  be  increased  in  number,  to  do  the  farm  work  and  nec- 
essary hauling  of  fuel  and  supplies,  etc.  Each  year  will  increase 
largely  all  of  these  demands,  and  this  points  forcibly  to  the  wis- 
dom of  making  provision  for  the  same. 

Among  other  needs,  I  would  especially  call  your  attention 
to  the  one  for  enclosed  recreation  grounds,  for  patients  who  are 
unable  to  walking  on  the  outside.  This  class  of  patients  gradu- 
ally becomes  more  numerous  as  the  population  of  the  Asylum 
increases.  Many  of  them  are  unable,  by  reason  of  physical  dis- 
abilities, to  participate  in  the  excursions  along  the  base  of  the 
mountains,  in  charge  of  attendants,  and  others  from  the  fact  of 
their  attempts  to  escape,  etc.  This  class  is  necessarily  confined 
to  the  building,  and  do  not  get  the  benefit  of  any  airing  or  out- 
door exercise.  With  the  addition  to  the  grounds  of  such  airing 
courts  as  here  suggested,  nearly  all  this  class  of  patients  could 
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safely  be  let  out  of  the  building  into  the  open  air  for  several 
hours  each  day,  during  suitable  weather,  and  with  a  minimum 
number  of  attendants  to  keep  ordei  and  prevent  attempts  to  es- 
cape. It  would  also  facilitate  the  making  of  needed  repairs  and 
necessary  work  upon  the  wards,  and  above  all,  would  be  a  great 
boon  to  the  patients,  promoting  their  bodily  health  and  comfort. 
These  courts  could  be  made  by  erecting  high  fences,  and  planting 
inside  and  outside  of  the  same  quick  growing  trees  to  give  shade, 
and  sowing  down  the  ground  with  lawn  grass,  and  scattering 
suitable  seats  around  the  enclosure.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the 
courts  should  be  of  any  great  extent,  but  so  confident  am  I  of 
the  benefit  that  they  would  be  to  our  patients,  that  I  do  not  hes- 
itate to  urge  upon  the  Board  the  providing  of  these  enclosures 
as  soon  as  the  weather  will  permit.  I  also  believe  that  they 
will  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  as  aids  to  the  proper  sanitation  of 
the  building,  aside  from  any  other  reason. 

It  is  my  duty  to  call  attention  to  some  needed  amendments 
to  the  present  law  governing  the  commitments  of  paying  pa- 
tients to  the  Asylum  and  the  collection  of  accounts  due  by  them 
through  their  guardians.  At  the  present  time  there  are  many 
hundreds  of  dollars  due  and  uncollected  upon  our  books,  which 
it  seems  next  to  impossible  to  collect.  As  the  law  stands  at 
present,  it  calls  for  quarterly  payments  to  be  made  in  advance. 
In  a  few  instances  this  is  complied  with;  in  others  the  first  quar- 
terly payment  is  made,  but  subsequent  payments  are  delayed  or 
do  not  come  at  all.  This  entails  lengthy  correspondence  and 
often,  after  carrying  patients  upon  our  books  for  a  length  of  time 
as  a  paying  patient,  we  are  tardily  informed  that  the  property  has 
been  exhausted,  and  there  is  nothing  further  to  make  a  payment 
with.  This  necessitates  the  Asylum  charging  back  the  patient 
to  the  Territory  as  indigent,  causing  complicated  and  cross 
entries  to  be  made  upon  our  books,  tending  to  confusion  in  the 
accounts,  and  giving  a  great  amount  of  trouble.  To  avoid  this, 
I  would  suggest  that  the  law  be  amended,  so  as  to  make  the  county 
courts  directly  responsible  to  the  Asylum  for  all  payments  on  be- 
half of  paying  patients  committed  by  them.  This,  it  seems  to  me, 
would  be  only  just  to  the  Asylum.  The  county  courts  appoint  the 
guardians  for  these  insane  persons,  and  these  guardians  are 
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answerable  to  and  make  their  reports  directly  to  the  courts.  This 
enables  the  courts  to  expeditiously  deal  with  any  dereliction  of 
the  guardians.  If  the  several  courts  were  responsible  to  the 
Asylum,  they  certainly  would  look  more  closely  into  these 
matters,  and  do  what  it  is  impossible  for  any  one  connected  with 
the  Asylum  to  do.  I  am  persuaded  that  some  such  change 
should  be  made  in  the  law,  to  prevent  losses  to  the  Asylum 
through  neglect  upon  the  part  of  guardians  to  promptly  meet 
their  obligations  and  report  the  closing  of  estates.. 

Something  should  also  be  done  in  regard  to  collecting  out- 
standing accounts  owing  to  the  Asylum  by  counties  and  indi- 
viduals. 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  present  law  (under  which  the  Ter- 
ritory assumed  the  whole  cost  of  care  and  treatment  of  the  indi- 
gent insane)  the  counties  paid  one-half.  Several  counties  were 
in  arrears  when  the  law  was  passed,  and  although  they  have  been 
notified  at  different  times,  the  accounts  still  remain  upon  the 
books  unpaid,  and  are  carried  as  resources.  Some  steps  should 
be  taken  to  collect  all  of  these  accounts  or  else  have  them  stricken 
from  the  books  as  resources.  Some  other  changes  in  the  law  will 
be  needed;  as,  for  instance,  in  the  section  relating  to  the  ap- 
pointing of  officers.  With  the  completion  of  the  new  buildings, 
it  will  become  necessary  that  the  Medical  Superintendent  shall 
be  a  resident  officer,  and  also  the  assistant  physician  (when  one 
shall  be  needed).  At  present,  as  the  law  reads,  it  only  contem- 
plates that  they  shall  be  visiting  officers.  In  fact,  the  laws 
governing  the  Asylum,  being  compiled  from  many  different 
sources,  contain  many  clauses  that  are  incongruous,  and  a  thor- 
ough revision  of  the  same  would  be  beneficial. 

THE  FARM. 

Our  farm  has  been  fairly  remunerative  during  the  past 
season,  and  the  yield  of  garden  truck  and  vegetables  abundant 
for  the  needs  of  the  Asylum.  The  Jersey  herd  have  furnished 
us  with  a  superior  artiele  of  butter  and  milk.  While  the  supply 
is  necessarily  limited,  by  strict  economy  in  their  use,  we  have 
been  able  to  furnish  enough  without  purchasing  from  the 
outside. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  furnished  by  the  pumping  station  has 
been  ample  for  all  purposes  for  the  Asylum;  but  should  the 
Board  be  able  to  make  satisfactory  arrangements  with  Provo 
City  for  a  suitable  supply  pipe  from  their  water  works  system, 
it  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  institu- 
tion to  do  so;  believing  that  more  dependence  can  be  placed  upon 
a  water  system  operated  by  gravity  than  upon  one  depending 
upon  pumping  machinery  iu  the  case  of  emergencies,  such  as 
fires,  leaving  out  of  the  question  the  difference  in  the  purity  of 
water,  which  I  believe  to  be  very  important.  The  value  of  an 
unlimited  supply  of  pure  water  for  an  institution  such  as  this, 
cannot  be  over-estimated  from  a  health  standpoint. 

EXPENSES  FOR  THE  NEXT  TWO  YEARS. 

In  estimating  the  expenses  of  the  Asylum  for  the  next  two 
years,  it  will  be  necessary,  judging  from  the  past,  to  make  al- 
lowance for  an  increase  of  fifty  patients.  This,  I  am  satisfied,  is 
a  very  low  estimate,  as  during  the  past  two  years  the  increase  was 
32.  Thus,  at  alow  estimate,  we  must  provide  for  at  least  200  pa- 
tients at  $5  per  week  per  capita.  This  will  make  the  appropriation 
needed  for  care  and  treatment  $104,000.  There  should  also  be  a 
liberal  amount  appropriated  for  a  contingent  fund,  for  necessary 
expenses,  outside  of  the  care  and  treatment  fund.  It  will  be 
found,  in  entering  upon  the  occupancy  of  the  new  buildings, 
that  many  things  have  been  overlooked,  unavoidably;,  but  still 
these  things  will  be  necessary  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients  and 
the  proper  administration  of  affairs.  Changes  will  have  to  be 
made  as  found  by  experience  to  be  needed.  Many  of  these  will 
be  trivial,  but  combined  will  cost  considerable;  and  if  there  are 
no  funds  to  meet  these  expenses,  it  would  embarrass  the  Board,, 
as  in  the  past. 

I  have  estimated  the  amounts  needed  lor  the  improvements 
and  additions  suggested  in  the  body  of  this  report  and  intro- 
duce them  here.    They  areas  follows:

Clearing  off  and  improving  grounds  around  Asylum  buildings   2,500 

Purchase  of  pasture  and  hay  land   5,000

In  making  these  suggestions,  I  have  offered  such  only  as  I 
believe  to  be  essential  to  enable  the  management  to  meet  the  two 
greatest  requirements:  First,  the  best  interests  of  the  unfortunate 
beings  entrusted  to  its  care;  Second,  economy  in  cost  to  the  Ter- 
ritory. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  during  the  past  year  nothing  has 
arisen  to  mar  the  good  feelings  that  have  existed  between  the 
officers  and  employees  of  the  Asylum;  and  I  believe  all  have 
endeavored  to  work  together  for  the  benefit  and  well-being  of  the 
inmates  of  the  institution.  It  has  been  necessary  to  make  but  few 
changes,  and  those  were  promptly  made  when  found  to  be 
needed. 

I  have  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to  again  secure  the  ser- 
vices (after  a  short  absenee)  of  Mrs.  M.  A.  McLean,  as  matron, 
to  wThose  efficient  care  (with  the  exception  of  a  brief  period)  the 
female  wards  of  the  Asylum  have  been  committed  since  the 
opening  day,  Juiy  20th,  1885.  I  am  very  sorry  to  report  that 
Mr.  Selby  Jones,  who  has  held  the  position  of  chief  engineer  at 
the  Asylum  since  July  20th,  1885,  has  resigned  that  position  to 
accept  the  snperintendency  of  the  water  works  of  Provo  City, 
and  to  engage  in  other  and  more  lucrative  business.  1  feel  it  my 
duty  to  testify  to  Mr.  Jones'  faithful  and  efficient  services  while 
an  employee  of  this  institution.  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  him; 
and  feel  that  in  losing  him  the  Asylum  loses  the  services  of  one 
who  was  always  found  ready  and  willing  to  do  his  duty.  I  have 
assigned  Mr.  Ed.  Elliot  to  the  place  left  vacant  by  Mr.  Jones, 
believing  that  he  will  fill  that  position  acceptably.  He  has  held, 
under  Mr.  Jones,  the  position  of  assistant  engineer  for  the  past 
five  years,  and  I  have  found  him  to  be  able,  efficient  and 
reliable. 

It  doesn't  need,  gentlemen  of  the  Board,  any  words  of  mine 
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to  acquaint  you  with  the  efficiency  of  the  services  of  Mr.  James 
Dunn,  the  steward  of  the  Asylum;  but  personally  I  owe  it  to  that 
gentleman  to  acknowledge  the  value  of  his  services,  knowing  full 
well  that  with  a  less  vigilant  and  efficient  supervision  than 
his,  the  affairs  of  the  Asylum  must  necessarily  have  been  in  a  far 
less  satisfactory  condition  than  they  are.  The  anomalous  condi- 
tion under  which  we  have  been  running  (for  an  asylum)  has  ren- 
dered it  .necessary  that  he  should  be  at  once  steward,  warden  and 
assistant  superintendent.  Although  the  Medical  Superintendent 
is  the  chief  executive  officer,  and  responsible  to  your  Board  for 
the  property  of  the  Asylum  and  for  the  proper  conduct  of  its 
affairs,  yet,  by  reason  of  not  being  a  resident  officer,  he  could  not 
possibly  have  that  constant  personal  supervision  of  affairs  that 
would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  institution.  I  wish,  there- 
fore, to  express  my  individual  appreciation  to  Mr.  Dunn  of  the 
obligation  I  am  under  to  him  for  his  unceasing  watchfulness  over 
the  Asylum  property  and  business. 

Before  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  sense  of 
obligation  to  each  individual  member  of  the  Board,  for  their  un-

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DESCRIPTION  OF  ASYLUM  BUILDINGS 

And  Materials  Used  in  their  Construction. 


The  Asylum  consists  of  administration  buildings,  with  two 
wings,  chapel,  workshops,  etc.  The  administration  building  has 
a  frontage  af  93  feet,  4  inches,  writh  a  depth  of  69  feet.  The 
north  and  south  wings  have  each. a  frontage  of  152  feet,  8  inches, 
by  37  feet,  8  inches,  including  the  transverse  sections,  which  ex- 
tend to  the  rear  108  feet,  8  inches,  by  37  feet,  8  inches 
making  a  total  frontage  of  398  feet  and  8  inches.  The 
kitchen,  laundry,  boiler-house,  engine  rooms,  etc,,  situated  in  the 
rear,  have  a  total  area  of  79  feet,  6  inches,  by  133  feet,  6  inches. 
The  walls  of  the  main  building  are  built  of  Kyune  sandstone 
and  Ogden  pressed  brick.  The  basement  is  entirely  out  of  the 
ground  and  built  of  Kyune  stone;  thickness,  25  inches.  There 
are  seven  other  courses  of  stone  encircling  the  building,  used  as 
sills,  lintels  and  arches.  Above  the  basement  the  brick  walls 
are  17  inches  thick;  main  partitions  are  also  brick,  17  inches 
thick.  The  main  entrance  to  the  building  is  entirely  of  stone,  con- 
sisting of  27  steps  made  from  Heber  stone.  The  building  is  four 
stories  high,  with  an  attic,  centre  tower,  and  two  others.  The  total 
heigh th  of  the  building  from  grade  to  eaves  is  68  feet;  to  the 
top  of  centre  tower,  132  feet,  6  inches;  construction,  cornices, 
tower,  dormers  and  finals,  are  galavnized  iron;  shingle  roofs  and 
Bodine  decks. 

Interior :  there  are  nine  rooms  in  the  basement,  average 
size  16  x  18  feet;  two  bath  rooms,  two  closets,  laundry  and 
kitchen,  fan  and  radiator  rooms  for  heating  apparatus,  corridors 
and  stair  halls;  ceiling  heigh  th  of  basement  11  feet.  On  the  first 
story  there  are  ten  rooms,  corridors  and  stair  halls,  two  bath 
rooms,  four  water  closets,  two  alcoves,  one  vestibule  and  porch. 
Average  size  of  rooms,  16  by  18  feet;  width  of  corridor,  10  feet; 
ceiling  heighth,  14  feet.  The  second  and  third  stories  have 
each  11  rooms;   two  bath  rooms,  two  water  closets,  corridors 
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and  stair  halls;  average  size  of  rooms,  16  feet  by  18  ieet; 
ceiling  heighth,  14  feet.  The  attic  can  have  square  rooms  at 
18-feet  ceiling.  Number  of  roms,  41;  -  bath  rooms,  8;  water 
closets,  10;  corridors  and  stair  halls,  4. 

The  building  is  floored  with  Georgia  pine,  polished.  All 
walls  and  ceilings  are  hard  finished — white;  wood  work,  plain 
paint;  hardware,  bronze.  The  building  is  thoroughly  ventilated 
and  heated  with  the  Plenum  system,  together  with  direct  radia- 
tion.   Floor  space,  30,150  feet. 

PATIENTS'  DEPARTMENT. 

These  buildings  are  to  the  north  and  south  of  the  above 
building.  They  are  three  and  four  stories  high,  with  tower  and 
cupola  on  each;  basement  of  rubble  masonry  (limestone);  thick- 
ness of  walls,  25  inches;  walls  above  the  basement  of  Provo  brick, 
with  white  stone  trimmings  (San  Pete  sandstone);  height  of 
wings  from  grade  to  eaves,  31  feet  9  inches;  transverse  sections 
from  grade  to  eaves,  43  feet.  There  are  18  cell  rooms  on  each 
floor,  size  8  feet  by  10  feet  2  inches;  with  five  rooms  in  the  trans- 
verse sections;  also,  attendants'  rooms,  alcove,  two  water  closets, 
two  urinals,  two  bath  rooms,  two  clothes  closets,  elevator,  and 
clothes  chute;  ceiling  height,  14  feet.  Construction:  Fireproof, 
consisting  of  Steel  I  beams,  and  hollow  tile  arches,  Georgia  pine 
floors,  polished,  window  sash  and  transoms  of  cast  iron,  walls 
and  ceilings  hard  finished,  white,  wood  work  plain  paint.  These 
wings  are  heated  and  ventilated  entirely  by  the  Plenum  system. 
At  the  rear  of  the  main  building  is  a  kitchen,  size  30  feet  2 
inches  by  38  feet;  bakery,  30  feet  2  inches  by  28  feet;  one  scul- 
lery, pantry,  butcher  shop  and  store  room,  size  of  each  10  feet  by 
19  feet.  There  are  also  flour  room,  bread  rooms,  engine  and 
boiler  rooms,  workshops  and  laundry;  also  chapel  38  feet  by  78 
feet;  there  are  three  high  pressure  boilers,  size  54  inches  by  16  feet; 
three  25-horse  power  Westinghouse  engines;  three  dynamos;  one 
moter,  two  pumps,  hot  well,  grease  separator,  expansion  tanks, 
and  all  the  necessary  appliances  for  fuel  saving.  The  total  floor 
space  is  90,260  feet.  The  total  number  of  rooms  is  430  (en- 
closures.) 
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Materials  used  in  construction:  600  yards  of  cement  con- 
crete, 443  cords  of  stone,  3,500,000  brick,  15,000  yards  of  sand,, 
135,000  bushels  of  lime,  220  tons  of  iron  and  steel,  500,000  feet 
of  lumber,  40  tons  of  cement,.  4  tons  of  glass,  12  tons  of  nails,  4 
tons  of  galvanized  and  black  sheet  iron,  1  ton  of  bolts,  8  tons  of 
cast  iron;  and  there  is  about  four  miles  of  pipe  used  in  steam  fit- 
ting and  plumbing,  and  five  and  three-quarters  miles  of  wire  for 
electric  lighting;  there  are  435  electric  lights  in  place,  and  11,000 
feet  of  heating  surface  used  to  heat  the  entire  building.

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To  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
„    of  Utah: 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Territorial 
Insane  Asylum,  in  compliance  with  the  law,  submit  to  you  its 
report  of  the  management  of  the  Asylum  for  the  two  years  last 
past.  , 

Herewith  are  detailed  reports  from  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendent, Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Institution,  which  will 
furnish  you  with  full  information  concerning  its  domestic  and 
financial  affairs.  It  will  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  the 
report  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  that  the  Institution  is 
now  in  excellent  financial  condition. 

The  management,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  has  been 
able  to  keep  strictly  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriations 
made  by  the  last  Legislative  Assembly,  and  in  some  instances 
has  still  small  balances  unexpended. 

The  warrants  on  hand  and  to  be  issued  by  the  Auditor,  of 
the  appropriation  of  two  years  ago,  will  carry  us  through  the 
biennial  period  without  difficulty.  We  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  building  account  has  been  slightly  overdrawn, 
the  overdraft  amounting  to  $493.44,  of  which  1234.49  is  shown 
by  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  balance, 
$258.95,  i>  a  payment  made  to  the  principal  contractors,  S.  I. 
Pope  &  Co  ,  on  plumbing  and  steam  heating,  to  close  their 
account. 

The  Legislature  at  the  last  session  appropriated  $38,807.88 
to  this  account,  and  it  was  thought  at  that  time  that  it  would 
be  sufficient  to  cover  the  deficiency,  but  some  few  items,  as  is

often  the  case,  were  overlooked,  and  the  overdraft  has  arisen 
in  that  way. 

There  is  also  an  overdraft  of  $3,751. 77  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  south  wing.  It  was  estimated  by  the  last  Board 
that  $1,500  would  be  sufficient  to  make  the  necessary  repairs 
of  the  south  wing  of  the  Asylum,  but  when  the  work  was  begun 
it  was  found  that  this  amount  would  make  scarcely  a  begin- 
ning. Much  of  the  plumbing  and  woodwork  had  to  be  entirely 
replaced.  After  beginning  the  work  of  repair  it  was  found 
impracticable  to  stop  short  of  completing  it.  As  a  fact,  the 
funds  to  cover  the  overdrafts  on  these  two  accounts,  have  been 
taken  by  the  Board  from  the  general  appropriation,  and  a  new 
appropriation  at  your  hands  will  not  be  necessary  to  cover  these 
amounts.  We  ask,  however,  that  authority  be  given  to  the 
Board  to  close  these  accounts  by  charging  them  to  the  general 
appropriation  fund. 

The  appropriations  for  furnishings,  of  $10, 000,  for  grounds, 
of  $2,500,  and  for  airing  courts,  of  $3,000,  will  be  exhausted 
by  the  necessary  improvements  now  under  way. 

BUILDINGS. 

The  buildings  authorized  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of 
four  years  ago  have  now  been  completed.  They  consist  of  the 
administration  building,  with  two  wings,  and  workshops, 
laundry,  etc.  The  administration  building  has  a  frontage  of 
ninety-three  feet  and  four  inches,  with  a  depth  of  sixty-nine 
feet.  The  north  and  south  wings  have  each  a  frontage  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty-two  feet  eight  inches,  and  have  connected 
with  them  transverse  sections,  running  to  the  rear  of  the  wings, 
one  hundred  and  eight  feet  eight  inches,  making  a  total  front 
age  of  nearly  four  hundred  feet. 

The  entire  buildings  are  of  tin1  most  substantial  character 
and  will  compare  favorably  with  any  similar  institution  in  the 
west. 

The  Legislative  Assembly  of  four  years  ago  appropriated 
$163,000  to  erect  these  buildings,  but  it  was  found  that  this 
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appropriation  was  wholly  inadequate,  and  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  two  years  ago  appropriated  a  deficiency  of 
$38, 807. 88.  The  appropriation  of  $163, 000  however  had  been 
exhausted  many  months  before  the  last  appropriation  to  cover 
the  delicency  was  made  available.  In  oar  last  report  to  the 
Legislature  we  asked  that  an  appropriation  be  made  of  a  suf- 
ficient sum  to  pay  interest  to  the  contractors  upon  all  over  due 
payments,  until  the  deficiency  appropriation  just  mentioned 
should  become  available.  The  Legislative  Assembly  attempted 
to  do  this  but  the  law  was  so  worded  that  the  Territorial  Aud- 
itor refused  to  issue  warrants  to  cover  the  interest.  We  ask 
now  that  the  Legislature  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  to  cover 
this  interest,  which  we  estimate  at  $1,034.88. 

Since  our  last  report,  many  improvements  have  been  made 
in  the  domestic  management  of  the  Institution,  the  most  im- 
portant of  which  has  been  the  making  of  the  medical  superin- 
tendent a  resident  officer.  The  Board  has  been  fortunate  in 
securing  the  services  of  Dr.  Walter  R.  Pike  as  such  resident 
physician.  He  has  been  with  the  Asylum  as  its  medical  officer 
from  its  foundation  and  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  all  its 
needs. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  Board  estimates  that  the  following  appropriations  will 
be  necessary  for  the  ensuing  year: 

General  expenses,  including  care  and  main- 
tenance, repairs  and  renewals,  and  con- 
tingent expenses  $106,000  00 

For  purchase  of  land   5,000  00 

Interest  on  deferred  payments  due  building 

contractors   1,034  88 

The  estimate  for  the  general  expense  of  the  Asylum  is 
based  upon  an  average  permanent  population  of  the  Asylum 
for  the  ensuing  two  years,  of  220  patients  at  $4,00  per  capita 
per  week,  which  would  amount  to  nearly  $0(3,000.00.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  we  estimate;  between  ten  and  eleven  thousand 
dollars  for  repairs,  renewals,  general  and  contingent  expenses, 
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which  includes  salaries  of  the  general  officers  of  the  Institution, 
per  diem  and  mileage  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  other 
.usual  expenses. 

We  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  making  the  appropri- 
ation suggested  for  the  purchase  of  lands.  The  need  of  more 
land  was  recognized  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  six  years  ago 
and  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  was  made  fur  that  purpose. 
Less  than  $5,000  of  this  amount  was  expended  however.  The 
appropriation  became  available  during  the  years  1889  and  1890 
at  which  time  the  price  of  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Asylum 
had  appreciated  to  such  an  extent  that  the  Board  then  in  charge 
of  affairs  did  not  feel  warranted  in  expending  any  more  of  the 
appropriation.  Lands  which  could  not  be  bought  then  for  less 
than  three  or  four  hundred  dollars  per  acre,  we  think  can  now 
be  gotten  for  one  half  that  amount. 

More  land  is  necessary  for  the  pasturing  of  cattle  belong- 
ing to  the  Institution  and  for  farming  purposes  and  we  think 
the  money  can  be  expended  in  that  direction  to  a  greater  ad- 
vantage thaij  at  any  time  in  the  future. 

PROPOSED  LEGISLATION. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  preceding  Legislatures  to 
make  an  appropriation  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  Asylum 
payable  annually,  but  which  under  the  provisions  of  the  gener- 
al law  can  only  be  drawn  quarterly.  The  appropriations  for 
other  public  institutions  in  the  Territory  are  niada  payable  and 
can  be  drawn  at  the  beginning  of  each  year.  On  this  account 
the  Insane  Asylum  has  boon  at  a  serious  disadvantage.  War- 
rants have  been  issued  to  the  other  public  institutions  in  the 
Territory  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  and  have  been  regis- 
tered with  the  Treasurer  and  the  funds  drawn  out  of  his  hands 
as  fast  as  paid  in,  so  that  when  the  warrants  were  issued  quart: 
erly  to  this  Institution,  there  have  been  no  funds  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  to  meet  them.  Tire  result  of  this  has  been 
that  this  Institution  lias  been  obliged  i<>  borrow  money  at  u 
large  interest,   depositing  its  warrants  as  collateral  security. 
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and  a  permanent  interest  bearing  debt  has  been  created  against 
it,  because  as  soon  as  the  funds  were  realized  upon  one  war- 
rant, they  were  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  debts 
created  prior  thereto,  and  a  new  debt  created  for  the  operation 
of  the  Asylum  for  the  future.  We  suggest  that  either  the  ap- 
propriations to  the  Asylum  be  made  available  at  the  beginning 
of  each  year  as  are  those  of  the  other  institutions,  or  that  the 
appropriations  to  the  other  public  institutions  be  made  payable 
to  them  in  the  same  manner  as  to  the  Asylum  so  that  they  may 
be  all  upon  an  equal  footing. 

It  has  been  the  history  of  this  Institution  almost  from  its 
foundation  that  it  has  been  compelled  to  borrow  money  for  its 
operating  expenses,  continuously,  and  thousands  of  dollars  have 
been  paid  in  interest  in  this  way. 

This  condition  of  affairs  might  be  partially  obviated  by 
following  the  course  just  suggested;  although  in  all  prob- 
ability the  finances  of  the  Territory  in  the  future,  as  in  the 
past,  will  not  admit  of  prompt  payment  at  all  times,  of  the 
warrants  issued  to  the  Asylum,  and  loans  will  still  be  necessary 
from  time  to  time.  We  therefore  suggest  also  that  warrants 
issued  by  the  Auditor  from  time  to  time  to  cover  these  appro- 
priations, bear  legal  interest  and  be  made  negotiable  so  that  the 
management  of  the  Asylum  when  it  becomes  absolutely  neces- 
sary can  raise  money  on  them  without  difficulty.  We  have 
been  compelled  to  pay  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  in  nearly  every 
instance,  and  if  the  warrants  were  made  to  draw  legal  interest 
(eight  per  cent.)  on  their  face,  we  believe  that  money  could  be 
borrowed  on  them  at  this  rate. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  extends  to  your  honorable  body 
i  cordial  invitation  to  visit  the  Institution  and  inspect  it  at  such 
time  as  will  suit  your  convenience.

Gentlemen:  The  Treasurer  herewith  submits  the  report 
of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  biennial  period 
ending  November  30,  1893. 

BUILDING  FUND. 


Receipts —

EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  THE 

TERRITORIAL  INSANE  ASYLUM. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  lerritorial 
Insane  Asylum: 

Gentlemen:  Herewith  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting 
to  you  my  eighth  annual  report,  with  details  of  the  operating 
of  the  Asylum  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30th,  1892. 
Appended  to  this  report,  will  be  found  statements,  in  tabular 
form,  of  the  movement  of  patients,  receipts,  disbursements  and 
expenses  of  the  care  and  treatment  account.

Increase  in  permanent  population  for  the  year,  10; 
patients  admitted  during  the  year,  4-3;  discharged,  21;  died,  12; 
average  daily  attendance  during  the  year,  152.  The  average 
<5ost  of  care  and  treatment  per  capita,  per  diem,  was  a  fraction 
*»vcr  sixty-one  and  three  fourths  cents.  This  shows  a  slight  in- 
crease of  cost  over  the  preceding  year,  due  largely  to  the 
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changes  that  have  been  in  steady  progress  during  the  year, 
and  to  the  many  expenses  incidental  to  these  changes,  that 
have  been  unavoidable.  The  actual  cash  expenditure,  for  cur- 
rent expenses  of  care  and  treatment  for  the  fiscal  year,  has  been 
$30,967.20.  This  includes  an  item  of  $858.55,  which  was  in- 
curred for  several  matters  of  construction,  and  properly  belongs 
to  that  account. 

The  percentage  of  discharges  during  the  year,  as  against  the 
number  of  admissions,  was  within  a  fraction  of  forty-nine  per 
cent,  which  considering  the  circumstances  that  have  surrounded 
us,  is  a  very  gratifying  showing,  and  compares  favorably  with 
results  in  other  like  institutions.  The  death  rate,  a  fraction 
over  six  per  cent.,  has  been  much  less  for  the  past,  than  for  the 
preceding  year,  and  taking  into  account  the  class  of  patients 
sent  here,  it  is  a  very  low  rate,  as  will  be  seen  by  referring  to 
the  table  of  deaths.  Eight  of  the  twelve  who  died  were  patients 
admitted  during  the  year;  seven  of  these  died  within  thirty 
days  of  their  admission;  five  were  in  a  dying  condition  when 
received,  and  being  placed  in  bed  at  once,  upon  their  reception, 
only  lived  a  few  days  thereafter,  viz:  six,  eight,  eleven,  thirteen 
and  twenty -four  days  respectively. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  for  the  past  year  has 
been  fair.  There  have  been  no  epidemics,  nor  particular  or 
special  forms  of  sickness,  excepting  such  as  are  incidental  to 
people  suffering  from  the  various  forms  of  mental  diseases.  In 
fact,  considering  the  crowded  condition  of  the  wards,  the  small 
amount  of  sickness  has  been  rather  remarkable.  It  may  be  ex- 
pected for  the  future,  that,  with  the  bettered  conditions  and 
surroundings,  and  with  the  increased  facilities  for  care  and 
treatment,  the  percentage  of  recoveries  will  steadily  increase, 
and  the  death  rate  as  steadily  decline. 

For  the  past  year,  an  average  of  twenty-three  per  cent,  of 
the  male  patients  have  been  employed  in  some  form  of  work, 
on  the  wards,  farm,  grounds,  etc.,  and  thirty-eight  per  cent,  of 
the  females  at  sewing,    knitting,  ward  or  kitchen  work,  etc. 

The  farm  and  dairy  have  been  fairly  productive,  and  make 
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a  very  good  showing  for  the  season,  although  some  portions  of 
our  farm  and  garden  crops  were  partial  failures,  notably  our 
potatoes. 

I  wish  to  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact 
that  we  are  still  carrying  upon  our  books  a  number  of  accounts 
that  have  remained  unsettled  for  years.  These  accounts,  or 
most  of  them,  are,  it  would  seem,  uncollectible.  If  collectible, 
some  action  should  be  taken  to  that  end;  if  not,  they  should  be 
stricken  out,  or  charged  off;  at  present,  they  appear  as  resources, 
when  from  all  the  indications,  they  are  worthless.  1  have 
called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  these  matters  more  fully  in 
a  former  report,  and  would  ask  that  some  authority  be  given  to 
dispose  of  them,  so  that  they  shall  no  longer  encumber  our 
books. 

There  are  other  matters  that  might  properly  be  set  forth 
in  this  report,  but,  as  I  believe  the  gentlemen  of  the  Hoard  are 
fully  informed  in  regard  to  them,  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to 
rehearse  them  at  this  time.

NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  THE 

TERRITORIAL  INSANE  ASYLUM. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Territorial 
Insane  Asylum: 

Gentlemen:  In  compliance  with  the  provision  of  the  law 
organizing  the  Territorial  Insane  Asylum,  I  have  the  honor,  as 
Medical  Superintendent,  of  submitting  to  you  my  ninth  annual 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  Asylum,  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing November  30th,  1893,  with  attached  tabular  statements  of 
the  movement  of  patients,  receipts,  disbursements  and  expenses 
of  the  care  and  treatment  account.

Increase  in  permanent  population  for  the  year,  26;  per- 
centage of  discharges  for  the  year  as  against  the  admissions,  a 
fraction  less  than  forty-one  per  cent  (40  8-10);  the  percentage 
of  deaths  to  number  under  care  and  treatment,  a  fraction  over 
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six  and  one-half  per  cent;  the  average  daily  attendance  of  pa- 
tients, 180  2-3;  the  average  daily  cost  per  capita,  for  care  and 
treatment,  56  1-7  cents;  the  total  cash  expenditures  for  current 
expenses  of  care  and  treatment,  $33,788.90. 

An  average  of  forty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  patients  have 
been  employed  at  some  form  of  work,  a  portion  of  the  time; 
twenty  per  cent,  of  the  male  patients  working  on  the  wards,  in 
the  boiler  house,  and  on  the  farm,  garden  and  grounds;  twenty- 
seven  per  cent,  of  the  female  patients  at  ward  work,  in  the 
kitchen  and  laundry,  and  at  sewing,  knitting,  etc. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  has  been 
fair,  although  there  has  been  a  more  than  usual  amount  of 
minor  forms  of  sickness;  these  have  been  chiefly  malaria,  in- 
fluenza and  colds,  but  nothing  of  a  serious  or  epidemic  nature 
has  occurred.  The  deaths  have  been  sixteen  in  number,  as 
shown  m  the  appended  tables;  six  between  the  ages  of  62  and 
75  years;  three  between  39  and  49  years;  five  between  27  and 
37  years,  and  two  between  18  and  21  years.  The  cause  of 
death  in  four  was  cerebral  disease,  the  result  of  tertiary 
syphilis;  in  four,  old  age  and  general  debility;  in  one,  abscess 
of  lungs;  in  one,  cholera  morbus;  in  one,  ulceration  of  the 
bowels;  in  one,  senile  gangrene;  in  one,  epileptic  fit;  in  one, 
typho-mania;  and  in  two,  maniacal  exhaustion.  Four  were 
in  the  Asylum  from  two  to  twenty  days;  two,  from  twenty  days 
to  three  months;  three,  from  three  to  six  months;  and  seven, 
from  six  months  to  five  years.  The  death  rate  has  been  low, 
when  we  take  into  consideration  the  class  and  condition  of 
many  of  the  patients  sent  here,  a  large  portion  of  them  being 
in  the  last  stages  of  physical  disease  and  decay,  their  mental 
ailments  often  the  result  of  bodily  ailments  and  debility.  Old, 
decrepit  and  broken  down,  physically  and  mentally,  they  arc 
too  often  committed  to  the  Asylum  to  get  rid  of  the  trouble  of 
caring  for  them,  rather  than  with  any  hope  for  ultimate  recov- 
ery. Four  of  those  received  during  the  past  year,  and  who 
subsequently  died,  were  in  a  hopeless  and  dying  condition  when 
admitted. 
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The  increase  of  the  permanent  population  was  only 
twenty-six  during  the  past  year.  The  rate  of  increase,  jndirig- 
ing  by  the  past,  was  expected  to  be  much  greater  than  it  has 
been,  yet  each  year  the  number  of  patients  that  will  become 
permanent  charges  upon  the  Territory  steadily  increases,  and 
the  class  that  form  the  permanent  population  is  of  such  a 
character,  that  it  leaves  but  little  hope  for  any  relief  for  them, 
or  the  Territory,,  until  death  relieves  them  from  their  sad  con- 
dition. Of  the  one  hundred  and  eighty -nine  in  the  Asylum 
November  30th,  1893,  it  would  be  in  my  judgment,  a  high  es- 
timate to  expect  more  than  five  per  cent,  of  recoveries.  A  large 
proportion  of  the  permanent  population  of  the  Asylum  is  ad- 
vanced in  years,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  statement: 
There  are  of  those  under  20  years  of  age,  seven;  between  20 
and  30  years,  thirty;  between  30  and  40  years,  forty-nine;  be- 
tween forty  and  50  years,  fifty-six;  between  50  and  60  years, 
twenty-six;  between  60  and  70  years,  fifteen;  between  70  and  78 
years,  six. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  inmates,  we  have 
fourteen  incompetent  persons  who  do  not,  although  committed 
as  insane,  properly  belong  in  an  insane  asylum.  Nine  of  these 
are  imbeciles  and  weak-minded,  and  five  are  idiots.  It  is  true 
that  they  are  irresponsible,  and,  most  of  them,  dangerous  to  be 
at  large,  by  reason  of  their  proclivities.  There  is  no  hope  for 
them  ever  being  any  other  than  what  they  now  are.  It  is  a 
hardship  for  the  Asylum  to  be  burdened  with  their  care,  and 
they  permanently  increase  the  population. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  seventy -five  insane  patients,  classi- 
fying them  under  four  general  heads,  wTe  have  forty-three  suf- 
fering from  various  forms  of  dementia,  seventeen  from  epilepsy, 
seven  from  melancholia,  and  one  hundred  and  eight  from  var 
IOU8  forms  of  mania;  the  greater  proportion  of  these  cases  are 
chronic  in  character,  many  of  them  of  years  of  duration.  Most 
of  the  cases  classed  under  the  head  of  dementia  are  chronic, 
having  gone  through  various  forms  of  mental  diseases  that  have 
gradually  destroyed  all  of  their  higher  faculties,  and  left  them 
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stranded  on  the  hopeless  shores  of  dementia,  some  having 
reached  this  sad  condition  through  the  senile  changes  due  to 
declining  years.  Of  those  under  the  head  of  mania,  epilepsy 
and  melancholia,  many  are  rapidly  passing  toward  the  same 
deplorable  end;  many  have  been  subject  to  attacks  of  insanity 
throughout  their  whole  lives,  the  intervals  of  sanity  becoming 
gradually  shorter  in  duration,  or  the  attacks  becoming  more 
violent  in  form,  resulting  in  their  final  gravitation  into  an 
asylum  for  the  balance  of  their  lives;  others,  the  victims  of 
epilepsy  with  mania,  are  among  the  ones  most  to  be  pitied. 
The  intervals  between  their  attacks  may  be  weeks  or  months, 
and  during  these  intervals  the  patient  may  be  perfectly  sane, 
able  to  attend  to  his  business,  and  all  of  the  affairs  of  life,  yet, 
because  of  these  attacks,  that  may  not  be  of  more  than  a  few 
hour's  or  a  day's  duration,  he  is  doomed  to  be  deprived  of  his 
liberty  and  confined  in  an  asylum,  out  of  regard  for  the  safety 
of  others,  for  while  under  the  influence  of  this  terrible  form  of 
disease  he  is  often  transformed  into  a  blood-thirsty  maniac, 
attacking  friend  and  foe  alike.  In  another  and  a  large  class, 
heredity  seems  to  be  the  great  factor  in  their  production. 
Cursed  from  their  birth  by  inherited  weakness  of  brain  and 
nervous  system,  the  children  of  neurotics,  epileptics,  or  habitual 
drunkards,  or  often  with  a  history  of  descent  through  a  long 
line  of  progenitors  affected  with  various  forms  of  mental  or 
nervous  diseases,  these  unfortunate  beings,  often  displaying 
during  their  youth  unusual  mental  precocity,  when  brought  face 
to  face  with  the  stern  realities  of  life,  embarked  m  various  pur- 
suits that  entail  more  or  less  of  care  and  worry,  or  call  for 
prolonged  and  continued  mental  effort,  break  down,  their  weak 
and  illy  balanced  cerebral  tissues  being  unable  to  withstand  the 
strain.  This  class,  under  the  restraining  influence  of  an 
asylum,  with  freedom  from  care,  and  with  regular  habits, 
often  quickly  recover  their  mental  balance,  and  retain  it  so 
lonff  as  they  are  under  care  and  treatment,  and  their  bodily 
health  is  maintained.  Di«charged  f torn  the  care  of  the  asylum, 
and  returned  to  their  usual  avocations  to  again  contend  with

the  same  conditions  that  prevailed  previous  to  their  first  attack, 
they  are  almost  certain,  after  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  to 
again  hecome  subjects  for  an  asylum,  and  it  is  chiefly  from  this 
class  that  the  recommittments  to  asylums  come. 

Often  these  institutions,  and  those  in  charge  of  them,  arc 
the  subjects  of  severe  censure  by  the  general  public,  because 
some  one  of  these  cases,  discharged  as  cured,  is  again  attacked 
and  has  to  be  again  placed  under  restraint.  These  criticisms 
are  often  very  unjust,  and  the  result  of  lack  of  information 
upon  this  subject  upon  the  part  of  those  that  make  them.  A 
patient  may  be  just  as  surely  cured  of  an  attack  of  insanity  as 
of  one  of  rheumatism  or  gout,  or  any-  other  diathetic  disease, 
but  no  assurance  can  be  given  that  there  will  not  be  a  recurr- 
ence under  circumstances  that  favor  its  return,  any  more  than 
in  the  other  forms  of  disease  mentioned,  yet,  who  would  advo- 
cate the  retention  of  people  in  hospitals  from  fear  that  the  rheu- 
matism, etc.,  might  return,  although  true  that  one  attack  pre- 
disposes to  another.  It  is  true  that  an  attack  of  insanity  is 
fraught  with  more  danger  to  others,  but  it  is  also  a  terrible 
thing  to  contemplate  and  to  insist  upon,  that  because  a  person 
has  one  or  more  attacks  of  insanity,  he  shall  for  the  rest  ot  his 
natural  life  be  debarred  from  the  society  of  his  fellow  man,  and 
be  practically  buried  alive  in  an  insane  asylum  through  years 
of  sanity,  yet  this  appears  to  be  the  opinion  of  the  persons  who 
give  expression  to  such  criticism. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  of  expenses  that  the  per 
capita  cost  of  care  and  keeping  for  the  past  year  has  been 
56  1-7  cents  per  diem,  being  a  reduction,  as  compared  with  last 
year,  of  5^  cents  per  capita,  per  diem,  notwithstanding  that  our 
expenses  have  been  largely  increased  in  several  departments, 
notably  in  the  largely  augmented  consumption  of  fuel  due  to 
the  greater  extent  of  buildings  to  be  heated,  and  to  the  change 
in  the  system  of  heating  and  ventilating,  also  in  the  electric 
lighting  department,  in  the  opening  up  of  more  wards,  the  em- 
ployment of  more  help,  the  addition  of  one  thousand  dollars  per 
year  to  our  expenses  for  the  additional  water  supply  from  the 


city  mains,  and  a  large  item  under  the  head  of  repairs  and  re- 
newals, which  item  was  chiefly  incurred  in  the  changes  and  ad- 
ditions found  to  be  absolutely  necessary  upon  the  opening  up 
of  the  new  buildings,  small  matters,  individually  amounting  to 
but  little,  but  in  the  aggregate  reaching  quite  a  considerable 
sum.  Several  matters  have  conspired  to  offset  these  added  ex- 
penses; there  has  been  quite  a  decline  in  the  price  of  provisions 
and  supplies  during  the  past  year;  there  has  been  a  greater 
number  of  patients  cared  for,  the  per  capita  cost,  as  a  rale,  de- 
creasing with  the  increase  of  numbers,  and  this  has  been  our 
experience;  there  has  been  a  constant  and  careful  supervision 
by  the  resident  officers  of  the  Asylum  over  every  department  of 
the  Institution,  to  see  that  no  loss  or  waste  should  occur,  and 
milk  used  at  the  Asylum,  and  its  products  have  been  of  a  very 
superior  quality. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHT. 

The  cost  of  this  department  has  largely  increased  for  the 
past  year.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  much  larger  area  is 
required  to  be  lighted  than  formerly,  necessitating  more  than 
double  the  number  of  lamps  to  be  in  use,  and  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  hours  through  which  the  lamps  are  burning.  The 
operation  of  the  plant  is  very  satisfactory,  some  changes  in  the 
interest  of  safety  and  economy  having  been  made  during  the 
vear.  The  estimated  cost  of  operating  the  electric  light  plant 
that  every  thing  should  be  used  to  the  best  possible  advantage 
in  the  furtherance  of  economy.  I  believe  that  our  accounts 
bear  out  the  statement  that  this  has  been  successfully  accom- 
plished. 

Since  my  last  report  to  the  Board,  there  have  been,  as  you 
are  aware,  extensive  changes  in  the  internal  arrangements 
of  the  Asylum,  and  distribution  of  the  patients.  The  new  north 
wing  was  completed  and  all  tlje  patients  were  removed  to  it. 
from  tin;  old  South  wing,  pending  the  repairing  and  refitting  of 
the  same.     When    these  repairs  were  com  pieced  the  female 
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patients  were  returned  to  it  and  divided  into  two  wards, 
occupying  two  floors,  the  male  patients  occupying  two  floors  in 
the  north  wing,  thus  making  four  wards  in  all.  The  increase 
of  room  was  a  great  relief,  the  improvement  in  the  general  con- 
dition of  the  patients  becoming  apparent  at  once,  after  they 
were  relieved  from  the  terribly  crowded  condition  that  had 
heretofore  prevailed.  The  four  wards  are  now  being  crowded 
and  it  will  shortly  be  necessary  to  open  others  in  the  base- 
ments. The  accommodations  of  the  Asylum  for  the  care  of 
patients,  and  facilities  for  providing  for  their  wants  are  now 
upon  a  modern  footing,  and  although  the  Institution  is  com- 
paratively young  and  not  nearly  so  extensive  as  many,  its  op- 
erations will  compare,  I  believe,  favorably  with  any  other  In- 
stitution, conducted  under  the  same  rules  and  subject  to  the 
same  restrictions.  One  year  ago  the  Medical  Superintendent 
was  made  a  resident  officer,  in  place  of  visiting,  at  an  increase 
of  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  he  to  devote  his 
whole  time  and  attention  to  the  business  of  the  Asylum  and  the 
care  of  the  patients.  The  wisdom  and  economy  of  this  change 
must  be  judged  by  the  present  condition  of  the  Asylum,  its 
work  and  a  review  of  the  reports  here  submitted. 

The  chapel  and  recreation  hall  has  been  greatly  appreci- 
ated during  the  past  year,  not  only  by  the  patients,  but  by  all 
the  residents  of  the  Asylum;  religious  services  have  been  held 
every  Sabbath  by  the  different  denominations,  and  the  choirs  of 
the  several  churches  have  attended  and  given  us  sacred  music 
during  the  services.  In  fact,  to  the  larger  number  of  the  pa- 
tients, this  seems  to  be  the  greatest  feature  and  the  most  ap- 
preciated; many  of  the  patients  look  forward  anxiously  to  the 
Sabbath,  that  they  may  attend  the  services;  it  appears  to  be  a 
great  benefit  to  them  to  do  so,  seemingly  leading  to  a  better 
condition  of  thought:  to  hear  the  old  familiar  hymns  and  tunes 
tills  their  minds  with  satisfaction,  awaking  in  them  pleasant 
thoughts  and  feelings  that  have  often  for  a  long  time  been 
dormant.  We  have  also  been  enabled,  through  the  kindness  of 
the    local  musical    talent    of    Provo    City,    to  give  the  pa- 
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tients  several  evening  concerts  that  have  been  of  an  excellent 
character,  and  has  given  great  pleasure  to  all  attending  them, 
and  I  am  convinced  has  been  of  benefit  to  many  as  a  measure 
of  treatment.  No  one,  except  he  has  resided  in  an  institution 
of  this  kind,  can  realize  how  gladly,  and  with  what  pleasure, 
any  such  entertainments  are  hailed,  tending  as  they  do  to  break 
the  awful  monotony  of  asylum  life.  There  has  been  in  attend- 
ance upon  the  religious  services  and  concerts  an  average  of  over 
seventy  per  cent,  of  all  the  patients,  whose  conduct  upon  every 
occasion  has  been  marked  by  the  utmost  decorum  and  order- 
liness. In  connection  with  the  above,  I  cannot  refrain  from  ex- 
pressing on  behalf  of  the  patients,  and  for  myself  and  all  con- 
nected with  the  Asylum,  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  kind  hearted 
ladies  and  gentlemen  of  Provo  City,  who  have  generously  vol- 
unteered to  furnish  us  with  pleasure  and  recreation  in  listening 
to  their  sweet  music  and  singing.  It  has  been  upon  their  part 
a  service  of  charity  and  love  toward  the  unfortunate,  and  will 
certainly  bring  its  own  reward.  Of  those  to  whom  we  are  es- 
pecially indebted,  I  should  mention  Prof.  Giles,  who  has  been 
ready  at  all  times  to  favor  us  in  all  that  he  could  do  toward 
procuring  musical  entertainments  for  our  patients. 


FARM   AND  GARDEN. 


The  yield  in  produce  from  the  farm  and  garden  has  been 
greater  for  the  past  year  than  for  any  previous  year  since  the 
opening  of  the  Asylum.  Larger  in  quantity,  better  in  quality 
and  greater  in  variety,  it  has  furnished  an  abundance  of  fresh 
vegetables  for  the  patients  throughout  the  whole  season.  By  re- 
ferring to  the  farm  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  after  charg- 
ing the  farm  and  garden  with  every  expense  incurred  for  its 
operation,  there  is  a  balance  in  produce  to  its  credit  of 
$2,005.67.  All  productions  of  the  farm  and  garden  are  credited 
to  them  at  market  rates;  this  year  the  market  rates  have  been 
much  lower,  therefore,  although  the  production  in  quantity  has 
been  greater,  the  profits  of  operating  have  not   been  as  large  in 
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proportion  as  in  some  former  years.  We  have  on  hand  enough 
of  the  farm  and  garden  products  to  last  the  Asylum  through  . 
the  winter  months,  except  it  may  be  that  we  shall  he  obliged  to 
purchase  some  hay  in  the  spring,  our  hay  land  not  being  ade- 
quate to  supply  us  with  sufficient  to  feed  our  stock  the  year 
round.  In  this  connection  I  would  again  respectfully  call  the 
attention  of  the  Board  to  the  necessity  of  procuring  more  pas- 
ture and  hay  land,  if  it  can  be  obtained  in  the  near  vicinity  of 
the  Asylum.  Our  stock  must  be  increased  from  year  to  year, 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Asylum  as  the  number  of  inmates  in- 
crease; already  the  pasturage  is  insufficient  for  properly  pastur- 
ing our  cattle,  thus  obliging  us  to  feed  more  hay  than  other- 
wise would  be  needed,  and  the  results  are  not  as  satisfactory. 
With  more  pasturage  and  a  few  more  acres  of  hay  land,  it  would 
do  away  with  the  need  of  purchasing  any  hay,  and  would  be  in 
the  interest  of  economy. 

THE   DAIRY.  ■ 

The  products  of  the  dairy,  in  milk  and  butter,  for  the  past 
year,  have  amounted  at  market  prices  to  12,886.80.  The  cost 
of  operating  this  department,  including  hay,  grain,  pasturage, 
roots,  salaries,  etc.,  has  been  $2,356.05,  leaving  a  balance  in 
favor  of  product  of  $530.75.  It  has  produced  all  the  butter  and 
for  the  past  year,  charging  it  with  everything  that  properly 
belongs  to  that  department,  has  been  $2,953. 59.  Estimating 
200  lamps  for  1,260  hours,  the  cost  per  hour  has  been  one  and 
oighteen-hundredths  cents  per  lamp. 

WATER  SUPPLY  AND  FIRE  PROTECTION. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Asylum  is  ample  and  satisfactory . 
We  have  now  all  of  the  waters  of  Oak  Springs  for  culinary 
purposes,  and  ali  that  we  need  for  sanitary  and  other  purposes 
in  the  building.  We  draw  from  the  city  system  through  the  six 
inch  pipe  laid  to  the  Asylum  by  Provo  City.     This  pipe  also 
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supplies  our  fire  stands  and  hydrants,  and  gives  us  a  good 
pressure  in  case  of  fire.  With  the  pumping  plant  at  the  Pasture 
Springs,  the  connection  with  the  city  water  system  and  the 
Oak  Springs,  we  are  placed  almost  beyond  the  possibility  of 
any  accident  for  lack  of  water.  An  abundance  of  water  is  an 
imperative  necessity  for  an  institution  of  this  kind,  the  quan- 
tity used  being  greater  per  capita  for  the  insane  than  for  any 
other  class  of  people.  It  is  a  cause  for  congratulation  that  we 
have  sufficient  for  all  puposes,  without  stint,  and  that  there  is 
now7  a  full  supply  of  this  important  fluid  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  good  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum,  and  for  the  added 
protection  from  fire. . 

The  fire  system  of  the  Asylum  consists,  within  the  build- 
ings, of  fire  stands,  one  at  each  extremity  of  each  wing,  one  in 
the  central  building  and  one  in  the  boiler  house  corridor.  These 
stands  are  fitted  with  hose  and  nozzle  on  every  floor.  In  con- 
nection with  the  central  building  the  fire  stand  as  ordered  by 
the  Board  has  been  extended  up  to  the  deck  of  the  roof,  and  a 
hose  and  a  nozzle  attached  for  the  protection  of  the  shingle  roof 
of  that  building.  Outside  the  buildings  the  fire  protection  con- 
sists of  four  fire  hydrants,  placed  two  in  front  and  two  in  the 
rear  of  the  wings,  commanding  the  whole  structure.  Also  a 
sufficient  supply  of  hose  on  two  hose  carts,  stationed  one  at 
each  extremity  of  the  buildings,  ready  for  immediate  use.  In 
addition  to  these  and  for  the  better  protection  of  the  Asylum, 
there  has  been  placed  in  position  during  the  past  summer,  three 
iron  fire  ladders  extending  from  the  ground  to  the  ridge  of  the 
roof,  one  upon  each  wing  and  one  upon  the  central  building, 
thus  enabling  the  firemen  to  get  a  hose  to  any  part  of  the  roof 
with  the  least  possible  delay  and  danger.  These  provisions, 
with  the  addition  of  a  portable  fire  escape  now  ordered,  and  the 
ample  number  of  exits  from  each  floor  make  us  feel  that  we 
are  well  provided  against  the  occurrence  of  lire  and  reasonably 
safe  from  any  calamity  arising  therefrom. 
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ESTIMATE  OF   COST    OF  CARE  AND    TREATMENT    FOR  THE  NEXT 

TWO  YEARS. 

The  estimate  for  care  and  treatment  for  the  two  years  just 
past  was  made  upon  an  expected  increase  in  the  population 
of  not  less  than  fift}^  patients.  This  was  based  upon  the  fact 
that  the  increase  for  the  previous  two  years  had  been  thirty- 
two;  the  increase  has  been  less  than  expected,  only  reaching 
thirty-six.  Upon  this  basis  the  increase  for  the  coining  two 
years  cannot  reasonably  be  estimated  at  less  than  forty,  which 
added  to  the  present  population  will  give  us  two  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  patients  to  be  cared  for.  From  the  experience  of 
the  past  two  years,  I  believe  that  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  care 
and  treatment  can  be  safely  made,  from  five  to  four  dollars  per 
capita  per  week,  provided,  that  there  is  nothing  charged  up  to 
this  account  except  matters  that  strictly  and  legitimately  belong 
to  it,  viz:  salaries,  provisions,  clothing  fuel,  medicines  and  the 
current  repairs,  such  as  breakages,  etc.  The  above  estimate 
'would  amount  to  $95,264.00  for  the  two  years,  figuring  for 
i{29  patients  at  four  dollars  per  week.  In  this  estimate  I  do 
not  include  anything  for  the  expenses  of  the  Board,  or  for  the 
salaries  of  the  Secretary  or  Treasurer,  or  for  any  extra  repairs, 
changes  or  improvements  upon  the  buildings,  grounds  or  farm. 
I  would  suggest  that  a  special  appropriation  be  asked  for,  for 
those  purposes. 

We  are  under  obligations  to  all  the  leading  newspapers  of 
the  Territory  for  the  liberality  and  kindness  which  they  have 
manifested  in  furnishing  the  Asylum  with  copies  of  their  issues, 
notably  the  "Salt  Lake  Tribune",  the  "Salt  Lake  Herald",  the 
4 'Deseret  News1',  the  Provo  "Enquirer",  thcProvo  "Dispatch" 
and  the  ''Wasatch  Wave".  Also  to  many  friends  for  old 
papers,  periodicals  and  magazines,  and  assure  them  that  they 
are  greatly  appreciated  and  serve  the  patients  to  pass  away  an 
hour  that  would  otherwise  hang  heavily  upon  their  hands. 

In  conclusion,  I  most  respectfully  offer  to  the  Board  of

behalf  of  this  Asylum  in  having  brought  it  up  to  che  present 
standard.  Every  citizen  of  the  Territory  has  a  right  to  feel 
proud  of  it,  and  none  more  so  than  the  gentlemen  of  its  Board, 
through  whose  unremitting  and  faithful  efforts  this  has  been 
accomplished.

To  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  Utah: 

Gentlemen:  —  As  required  by  law  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Territorial  Insane  Asylum  submit  to  you  its  report  of 
the  management  of  the  Asylum  for  the  biennial  period  ending 
November  30,  1895. 

Herewith  are  complete  detailed  reports  of  the  Medical 
Superintendent  and  the  Secretary's  financial  report  which  will 
furnish  you  full  information  concerning  the  domestic  and  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  institution. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  Secretary's  report  the 
expenses  for  the  past  two  years  have  exceeded  the  appropria- 
tion of  $75,000.00  made  by  the  last  Legislative  Assembly,  and 
the  *3.836.41  received  from  private  patients  and  tale  of  per- 
sonal property  the  sum  of  $8,620.25. 

Of  this  amount  we  have  been  compelled  to  pay  in  interest 
the  -urn  of  $5,278.93.  and  improvements  we  deemed  it  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  make  have  cost  as  follows: 

Hoot  and  Implement  Hons-  fl. 208.63,  Morgue  1354.44; 
Fire  Ladder,  to  enable  the  patients  to  escape  in  the  event  of  tire 
$121.00.  We  direct  your  attention  also  to  the  fact  that  the 
November  bills  for  1893  amounting  in  all  to  $1,908.35  were 
not  included  in  the  biennial  report  for  1893  and  have  been  paid 
by  ns  and  are  included  in  our  report. 

LAND. 

We  Ikivc  been  enabled  to  secure  nineteen  and  one-half  acres 
of  pasture  and  meadow  land  immediately  adjoining  the  Asylum 
farm  on  the  north  at  a  cost  of  $1,789.45.  Efforts  have  hereto- 
fore been  nriade  to  purchase  this  land  for  the  institution  but  it 
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has  been  held  at  a  price  considered  entirely  unreasonable  until 
in  February,  1895,  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  it  at  the  price 
above  stated,  which,  in  our  judgment,  is  a  very  low  figure. 

Of  the  improvements  we  have  made,  the  most  important  is 
,  the  change  in  the  Upper  East  Union  Canal,  at  the  rear  of  the 
building,  at  a  cost  of  $1,- 558. 22,  which  was  contracted  for  and 
the  work  partially  done  by  our  predecessors.    This  work  was 
not  estimated  for  when  the  last  appropriation  was  made, 

REMOVAL  OF  IMBECILES. 

We  early  learned  that  there  were  a  number  of  imbecile  and 
idiotic  patients  in  the  Asylum  who  were  not  entitled  to  the  ben- 
efits of  the  institution  under  the  law.  Realizing:  that  with  the  lim- 
ited  appropriation  the  strictest  economy  was  absolutely  necessary, 
and  after  a  careful  investigation  into  the  condition  of  all  the  pa- 
tients we  o^ave  notice  to  the  Probate  Judges  of  several  of  the  coun- 
ties  that  it  had  become  necessary  to  remove  such  of  the  patients 
as  were  not  under  the  law  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  Asylum, 
and  requested  said  Judges  to  appear  before  us  and  show  cause, 
if  any  they  had,  why  such  patients  should  not  be  removed. 
Representatives  of  all  the  counties  thus  notified  appeared  before 
us.  and  a  full  review  of  all  the  facts  with  them  resulted  in  the 
removal  of  fourteen  imbeciles  and  idiots.  In  a  number  of  in- 
stances the  counties  requested  that  the  patients  be  permitted  to 
remain  temporarily  in  the  Asylum  at  the  expense  of  the  coun- 
ties. This  request  was  granted  and  there  are  still  a  number  of 
said  patients  in  the  institution  for  whose  care  and  treatment  the 
counties  from  which  they  came  are  paying  $4.00  per  week. 
Our  action  in  this  matter  has  resulted  in  a  saving  to  the  Terri 
tory  of  about  $56\00  per  week  since  June  1895. 

INDIGENT  PATIENTS. 

Upon  investigation  we  have  obtained  information  to  our 
satisfaction  that  there  are  a  number  of  patients  in  (he  Asylum, 
committed  as  indigenl  who,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  own  property 
in  their  own  righl  or  are  heirs  to  estates  now  being  probated 
or  have  relatives  amply  able   to  meet  the  expense  of  their  care 
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and  maintenance,  but  we  have  failed  to  find  any  provision  of 
law  by  which  we  could  do  otherwise  then  maintain  them  as 
wards  of  the  Territory. 

APPROPRIATION  NEEDED. 

The  Board  estimates  that  the  following  appropriations  will 
he  necessary  for  the  ensuing  year: 

For  care  and  maintenance  of  patients,  235  patients  for 

one  year,  at  $3.50  per  week  $42,770  00 

For  ice  house   500  00 

For  furniture  for  convalescent  wards  ,      500  00 

For  keeping  in  repair  Asylum  Buildings,  and  for  other  in-

For  insurance  and  interest  due,  January  11,  and  February 

8,  1896   4,095  00 


Total  $51,865  00 

The  above  estimate  is  what  in  our  judgment  is  absolutely 
necessary  and  does  not  provide  for  the  payment  of  any  interest, 
but  is  predicated  upon  the  theory  that  the  Legislature  will  pro- 
vide some  way  for  the  institution  to  realize  cash  upon  its  war- 
rants as  they  became  due,  and  thus  obviate  the  necessity  the 
Asylum  has  always  been  under  of  borrowing  money  at  a  ruin- 
ous rate  of  interest.  In  this  connection  we  wish  to  reiterate 
and  earnestly  urge  upon  your  attention  the  recommendations 
made  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  its  report  for  1893.

Gentlemen; — Herewith.  I  respectfully  submit  as  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  Territorial  Insane  Asylum,  my  tenth  an- 
nual report  of  its  operations.  This  report  is  for  the  fiscal  year, 
t  tiding  November  30,  1894,  it  is  accompanied  by  statements  in 
tabular  form,  of  the  movements  of  patients,  receipts,  disburse- 
ments, and  expenses  of  the  care  and  treatment  account.

As  shown  in  the  above  summary,  the  increase  in  the  per- 
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inanent  population  of  the  Asylum  for  the  year,  is  20;  patients 
admitted,  64;  died  14.  The  average  daily  attendance  of  pa- 
tients, 201  1-6;  average  cost  of  care  and  treatment  was  a  frac- 
tion less  than  forty-four  cents  (44  c.)  per  diem  per  capita,  a 
considerable  decrease  from  the  cost  of  preceeding  years.  (See 
Table  No.  4.) 

The  actual  cash  expenditure  for  care  and  treatment  ac- 
count, for  the  fiscal  year  has  been  132,241.62.  (See  Table 
No.  11.) 

The  discharges  during  the  year  have  been  30,  or  a  fraction 
less  than  forty-seven  per  cent,  as  against  the  number  admitted, 
four  patients  were  returned,  by  order  of  the  Board,  to  the 
counties  from  whence  they  were  committed,  they  not  being 
lawfully  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  Asylum. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  fiscal  year,  has  been  14; 
8  males  and  6  females,  the  youngest  29  years  of  age  and  the 
oldest  83;  of  the  14  deceased,  4  were  between  the  age  of  29  and 
40;  4  between  40  and  50;  2  between  50  and  70;  4  between  70 
and  83. 

Cause  of  death  in  three  was  old  age  and  senile  decay;  4 
were  from  cerebral  paralvsis;  3  from  general  debility;  2  from 
exhaustion  of  mania;  1   status  epilepticus;  I  acute  phthisis. 
(See  Table  1.) 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  has  been 
good,  there  has  been  but  little  sickness  of  a  serious  nature, 
aside  from  such  as  are  incidental  to  cerebral  diseases.  The 
death  rate  has  been  low  considering  that  a  large  number  of 
those  committed  here  have  been  the  aged,  senile  demeuts,  epil- 
eptics, and  those  broken  down  physically  and  mentally,  by  dis- 
ease, for  whom  there  could  be  no  hope  of  recovery. 

During  the  past  year,  an  average  of  21  per  cent,  of  the 
male  patients  have  been  employed  in  some  form  of  work  about 
the  building  and  upon  the  farm;  of  the  female  patients  >2:\  per 
cent,  have  been  employed  in  sonic  form  of  work  in  the  wards, 
laundry,  dining  rooms  and  kitchen,  and  in  sewing  and  knitting. 
(See  Tables  No.  5  and  6.) 
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That  various  departments  of  the  Asylum  have  been  admin- 
istered with  the  closest  economy,  computable  with  efficiency. 
A  review  of  the  statements  appended  will  give  the  details. 

The  farm  has  been,  more  than  usual,  a  great  satisfaction 
from  the  amount  of  fresh  vegetables  and  fruits,  produced  by  it, 
through  the  spring  and  summer  months,  not  only  for  immedi- 
ate consumption,  but  also  for  the  abundant  supply  furnished  to 
be  stored  for  winter  use. 

The  dairy,  also,  makes  a  good  showing  by  its  production 
of  milk  and  butter,  the  balance  of  the  credit  of  these  two  de- 
partments after  deducting-all  of  the  costs  of  operating  them, 
amounts  for  the  past  year,  to  $3,628.08,  or,  to  credit  of  dairy 
$634.96;  and  to  credit  of  farm  $2,992.12.  (See  Tables  No.  2. 
7  and  8.) 

The  cost  of  operating  the  electric  light  plant  for  the  past 
year  has  been  $2,618.92,  a  fraction  over  one  cent  per  h  nr. 
per  lamp,  of  16  candle  power,  operating  200  lamps,  1.250 
hours.     (See  Table  No.  14.) 

We  have  made  a  number  of  changes  in  our  heating  and 
ventilating  apparatus,  with  a  view  of  increasing  its  efficiency, 
and  decreasing  the  expense  of  running  the  same.  After  two  win- 
ters' experience  with  this  system,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  its 
efficiency,  but  the  fact  that  the  apparatus  was  not  placed  in 
proper  position,  to  obtain  the  most  satisfactory  results,  at  a 
minimum  of  expense,  becomes  all  the  time  more  apparent.  The 
fans,  with  their  engines,  and  the  heating  battery  are  too  far 
from  the  boilers  where  the  steam  is  generated  to  operate  them, 
the  loss  from  radiation,  and  condensation  in  the  pipes  is  guarded 
against  as  fully  as  possible  by  the  use  of  asbestos  coverings; 
still,  the  loss  from  this  source  is  a  considerable  amount.  We 
cannot  hope  to  reduce  our  fuel  bill  much,  from  its  present 
large  figures,  while  these  conditions  exist. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Asylum  has  been  perfectly  satis- 
factory and  ample  for  every  purpose. 

We  have  added  to  our  fire  apparatus  an  extension  tire 
ladder,  that  can  be  manipulated  by  four  men,  and  whereby  any 
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window  in  the  Asylum  can  be  reached  quickly,  should  the  occa- 
sion ever  arise  that  it  is  needed. 

The  permanent  improvements  and  additions  made  during 
the  year,  by  order  of  the  board,  consists  of  a  root  cellar  and  im- 
plement house  combined,  the  basement  built  of  rock,  walls  2 
feet  thick,  12  feet  high,  the  upper  part  of  the  structure  built  of 
brick  (12  inch  walls)!  This  floor  is  for  implements  and  machinery 
beiongin*  to  the  farm,  large  lofts  for  storing  oat  straw  for  mat- 
tresses for  patients  beds.  The  building  is  21  by  64  feet  outside, 
this  improvement  has  been  long  needed,  and  will  be  the  means 
of  savingfrom  loss,  by  frost,  a  large  amount  of  vegetables  every 
winter.  °The  total  cost  of  this  structure  was  $1,195.22,  of  the 
labor  entering  into  its  construction,  the  Asylum  inmates  and 
employees  furnished  $162.  00. 

A  neat,  two  roomed,  brick  building  was  also  erected  for 
use  as  a  morgue,  this  building  12  by  26  feet,  with  high  ceil- 
ings, cement  floors  and  bases,  and  special  provisions  for  ventila- 
tion'is  well  adapted  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  built. 
The  entire  cost  of  this  structure  was  #354.44,  of  this  amount 
$41.00  was  furnished  by  the  Asylum  in  labor,  etc. 

It  became  necessary  last  winter  to  make  considerable  re- 
pairs upon  the  horse  barn,  to  keep  the  same  from  collapsing, 
and  to  protect  our  animals  from  the  rain  and  melting  snow.  We 
were  obliged  to  put  a  new  roof  upon  the  north  side,  also  intro- 
duce larcre  timbers  and  braces  throughout  the  structure,  the 
cost  of  material  was  $96.08,  the  labor  part  amounting  to 
$60.00  was  furnished  by  Asylum  inmates  and  employees. 
Total  cost  of  repairs  to  horse  barn  $156.08. 

The  excavations  and  removal  of  gravel  and  the  digging  of 
the  canal  cut-off,  in  the  rear  of  the  Asylum,  caused  the  water 
main  from  Oak  Springs  to  be  exposed,  and  necessitated  the  tak- 
ing up,  and  relaying  the  same  at  a  sufficient  depth  to  protect 
them  from  frost,  and  to  place  them  in  such  a  position  that  fu- 
ture operations,  about  the  Asylum  grounds,  would  not  be 
likely  to  interfere  with  these  pipes  for  some  time  to  come,  all  of 
this  required  a  considerable  amount  of  labor,  and  some  additional 
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pipe  and  fittings,  the  cost  of  the  pipe  and  fittings  was  $132.08, 
the  labor  of  lifting  the  pipe,  digging  trenches,  and  relaying  the 
pipe  again,  was  furnished  by  the  Asylum  employees  and  in- 
mates, and  amounted  to  $300.80.  The  total  cost  of  the  chang- 
ing and  relaying  Oak  Springs  mains  was  $332.28. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  above  named  permanent  improve- 
ments was  S2. 038. 12,  of  this  amount  the  Asylum  furnished 
labor,  by  its  inmates,  and  employees,  to  the  amount  of  $463.30. 

1  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  board  to  the  delapidated 
condition  of  our  present  ice  house,  audits  inadequate  capacity 
for  the  storage  of  sufficient  ice  for  our  needs,  the  building  was 
sufficiently  large  for  the  needs  of  the  Asylum  when  it  was  con- 
structed several  years  ago.  It  is  now  entirely  too  small,  the 
lumber  contained  in  it  is  rotten,  and  but  little  of  it  could  be 
used  to  enter  into  the  construction  of  any  ottier  building.  Any 
monies  expended  upon  it  for  repairs  would  virtually  be 
wasted.  1  therefore  ask  the  board  to  favorably  consider  the  mat- 
ter of  constructing  another  ice  house  of  sufficient  capacity,  and 
located  more  favorably  than  the  present  one.  Our  stock  of  ice 
became  exhausted  this  summer,  before  the  hot  weather  was 
srone.  To  store  sufficient  for  next  summer's  use,  we  shall  be 
obliged  to  construct  smne  temporary  place  of  storage,  in  con- 
nection with  our  present  ice  house. 

I  would  also,  respectfully,  call  the  attention  of  the  board 
to  the  necessity  of  taking  some  action,  looking  toward  the 
opening  of  the  streets  upon  the  west  line  of  the  Asylum  pro- 
perty, to  connect  with  the  streets  to  the  north  and  south  of  the 
Asylum,  if  these  streets  were  opened,  it  would  put  a  stop  to  the 
travct i,.  .  r  teams  and  pedestrians  through  the  Asylum  grounds, 
by  removing  both  the  need  and  excuse.  At  present,  this  travel 
is  an  unmitigated  nuisance,  and  positive  detriment  to  the  in- 
mates of  the  Asylum,  and  a  constant  source  of  annoyance  to 
the  management.  Of  all  places,  the  grounds  of  an  Asylum  for 
the  insane  should  be  the  most  private,  and  absolutely  free  from 
the  intrusion  of  the  morbidly  curious,  and  devoted  exclusively 
to  the  uses  of  the  inmates. 
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As  Medical  Superintendent,  I  have  received,  and  col- 
lected, from  different  parties,  and  various  sources,  the  sum  of 
$1,641.65.  This  has  been  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Asylum, 
and  the  Treasurer's  receipt  taken  therefor.     (See  Table  No  13. ) 

We  are  carrying  upon  our  books  a  number  of  accounts 
that  are  uncollectable  and  outlawed,  I  would  ask  the  Board  to 
authorize  some  manner  of  disposal  of  the  same,  they  have  been 
carried  over  from  year  to  year,  encumbering  the  books,  and  fig- 
uring in  assets,  when  in  reality  they  are  practically  worthless. 

1  wish  to  offer  to  the  Board  of  Directors  my  sincerest 
thanks  for  the  wise  counsel,  and  steadfast  support,  accorded  to 
me,  by  them,  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Asylum.

In  sane  Asyl  um : 

Gentlemen. — In  compliance  with  the  provision  of  the  law 
organizing  the  Asylum,  I  herewith  respectfully  submit,  as 
Medical  Superintendent,  my  annual  report  of  its  operations  for 
the  year  ending  November  30.  1895.  Accompanying  this  re- 
port are  tabular  statements  of  the  movements  of  patients,  re 
ceipts,  disbursements  and  expenses  of  the  care  and  treatment 
account.

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The  increase  in  the  permanent  population  of  the  Asylum 
during  the  past  year  has  only  been  eight.  Patients  admitted, 
sixty -one;  died,  fifteen;  discharged,  thirty-eight;  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  patients  has  been  two  hundred  and  fourteen; 
the  average  cost  of  care  and  treatment,  per  capita,  per  diem  has 
been  thirty -eight  and  one-half  cents  (38-Jc.)  (See  Table  No.  4.) 
This  is  the  actual  cash  expense  to  the  Territory  for  the  care 
and  treatment  account.  It  is  considerably  lower  than  for  any 
previous  year;  the  increased  number  of  patients  treated,  the  de 
creased  cost  of  supplies,  the  increased  yield  from  farm,  garden, 
orchard  and  dairy,  and  the  practice  of  strict  economy  have  al\ 
been  factors  in  bringing  about  this  reduction. 

The  patients  discharged  during  the  year,  number  thirty- 
eiomt,  or  sixty -two  and  a  fraction  per  cent  (62  29-100  per  cent. ) 
as  against  the  number  admitted. 

The  deaths  have  numbered  fifteen,  thirteen  males,  two 
females;  the  youngest  of  these  was  twenty-seven  years  of  age, 
an  imbecile  from  childhood;  the  oldest  was  eighty  ye/drs  of  age 
and  was  the  first  person  admitted  as  a  patient  to  this  Asylum, 
having  been  an  inmate  since  July  20,  1885.  One  other  of  the 
deceased  was  admitted  July  30,  1885;  three  others  were  ad- 
mitted in  1887.  Three  only  of  the  deceased  were  admitted  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

One  patient  admitted  December  15,  1894,  died  on  the  24th 
of  the  same  month,  nine  days  after  admission,  he  was  dying 
from  exhaustion  when  received  into  the  Asylum. 

The  causes  of  death,  in  two,  was  old  age  and  general  debil- 
ity; in  three,  general  debility;  six  were  from  cerebral  disease, 
the  result  of  syphilis;  two,  epileptic  fits  or  the  status  epilepti 
cus;  one  died  from  inanition  from  disease  of  stomach,  chronic 
in  character,  and  one  from  paralysis  (cerebral.)    (See  Table  I. ) 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Asylum  buddings,  and  the 
general  bodily  health  of  the  patients  has  been  good,  there  has 
been  no  epidemic  or  contagious  sickness  of  any  kind  during  (he 
year. 

The  policy  of  keeping  as  many  of  the  patients  employed. 
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with  some  kind  of  labor,  has  been  carried  out  whenever  possible, 
as  a  measure  of  treatment.  About  twenty  one  per  cent,  of  all 
the  patients  have  been  employed  during  the  year,  and  their 
labor  utilized  to  the  best  possible  advantage  ot  the  Asylum. 
We  realize  that  it  is  of  more  profit  to  the  patients  than  to  the 
Asylum.     (See  Tables  No.  5  and  6.) 

The  farm,  garden,  orchard  and  dairy,  have  produced  a 
large  amount  of  fresh  vegetables,  fruits,  butter  and  milk,  etc; 
and  the  returns  from  these  departments  have  been  very  satis- 
factory, notwithstanding  that  some  of  the  vegetable  crop  was 
almost  a  failure  this  year,  we  have  had  an  abundance,,  and 
stored  sufficient  to  last  until  another  season.  The  farm  has  also 
produced  a  large  amount  of  roots  for  the  cattle,  and  also  a  suf- 
ficient quantity  of  hay  to  provide  for  all  of  the  Asylum  stock, 
the  year  round,  the  additional  hay  and  pasture  land,  purchased 
by  the  Board  this  year,  will  ensure  hay  and  pasture  for  all  of 
the  Asylum  stock  for  some  years  to  come.  (See  Table  No.  2,  7 
and  8  for  Farm  and  Dairy  productions  and  Expenses.)  The 
balance  to  the  credit  of  the  farm  and  dairy  for  the  year,  after 
deducting  all  the  expenses  of  running  the  same,  is  $3,147.29. 
crediting  them  with  all  of  their  products  at  market  rates.  (See 
Tables  No.  2,  7  and  8.) 

Cost  of  operating  the  electric  light  plant  for  the  past  year 
has  been  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00.)  estimated.  Es- 
timating for  200  lamps  of  sixteen  candle  power,  1,250  hours, 
or  three  fifths  of  one  cent  (3-5c)  per  hour,  per  lamp.  (See 
Table  No  14.) 

In  regard  to  our  heating  and  ventilating  system;  there  can 
be  no  doubt  of  its  ability  to  perform  all  that  was  anticipated 
from  it,  but  our  experience  has  shown  that  some  radical  defects 
exist,  that  will  always  prevent  the  satisfactory  operating  of  the 
plant,  except,  at  the  maximum  cost,  both  as  to  fuel  and  wear  and 
tear  of  machinery;  As  stated  in  my  last  report,  I  believe  that 
the  heating  battery  and  fans  are  placed  too  far  from  the  source 
of  the  steam,  that  in  conveying  the  steam  to  the  plant,  consid- 
erable loss  is  sustained  through  radiation  and  condensation. 
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When  the  whole  heating  plant  is  in  operation,  the  large  amount 
of  hot  water  returning  from  all  the  radiators,  pipes,  etc. . 
throughout  the  Asylum  should  be  so  controlled,  as  to  take  from 
it  all  of  its  heat,  before  it  leaves  the  buildings. 

Another  matter  connected  with  this,  and  one  that  ap- 
pears to  me  to  be  the  source  of  greatest  defect,  in  the  working 
of  the  heating  plant,  from  an  economic  point  of  view,  is  the 
large  size  of  the  air  duct  under  the  buildings.  When  this  duct 
becomes  tilled  with  dead  air,  (and  this  always  occurs  shortly 
after  the  fans  are  stopped,)  it  requires  a  long  time,  and  the 
expenditure  of  a  large  amount  of  coal,  before  the  warm  air  can 
be  forced  through  the  ducts  and  flues  to  the  various  wards.  The 
defect  seems  to  be  in  lack  of  means  to  confine  the  heated  air 
and  convey  it  direct  into  the  openings  of  the  flues,  thus  driving 
out  the  cushion  of  cold  air  that  is  invariably  present  in  them. 
The  larger  size  of  the  air  ducts  tends  to  promote  eddies  and 
swirles  of  air  when  the  fans  are  running,  and  only  a  flue,  here 
and  there,  receives  and  transmits  hot  air,  while  in  other  flues, 
the  current  is  reversed,  through  suction  produced  by  the  ed- 
dies, and  they  actually  deliver  cold  air  into  the  duct  from  the 
floors  above,  instead  of  delivering  heated  air  to  those  floors. 
I  believe  if  this  matter  was  remedied  it  would  save  quite  a  large 
per  cent,  of  the  coal  bill,  and  save  wear  and  te^r  on  machinery. 
Id  very  cold  weather,  the  machinery  has  to  be  pushed  to  its 
greatest  capacity  to  obtain  satisfactory  results;  this  means 
short  life  to  machinery,  and  liability  to  accidents.  I  would 
suggest  that  the  air  duct  be  narrowed  down,  by  the  placing  of 
two  division  walls,  the  whole  length  of  the  air  duct,  thus  en- 
closing the  mouths  or  openings  of  the  hot  air  flues  on  both 
sides  of  the  duct,  and  arranging  it  so  that  the  heated  air  would 
be  driven  along  between  the  walls  as  suggested  and  side  walls 
of  duct.  The  heated  air  would  then  have  only  the  stagnant 
air,  in  the  narrowed  space  to  displace,  and  would  be  conveyed 
direct  to  the  mouths  of  the  flues — leaving  the  large  area  of 
dead  air  in  the  centre  of  the  duct  undisturbed.  I  am  confident 
that  the  remedying  of  this  matter  would  be  a  source  of  consider 
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able  saving  to  the  institution,  and  a  very  much  more  satis- 
factory result  would  accrue  from  the  operating  of  the  system. 
As  the  matter  stands,  the  heating  system  does  not  give  the  sat- 
isfactory results  that  it  should  do,  except  at  too  great  a  cost. 
We  have  for  three  years,  devoted  considerable  of  time  and  labor 
to  remedying  smaller  defects,  as  they  became  apparent,  and  have 
made  a  number  of  minor  changes,  that  have  cost  but  little,  yet 
have  been  the  means  of  saving  fuel.  These  needed  changes 
that  I  have  at  this  time  brought  to  your  notice,  can  only  be 
made  at  a  considerable  cost,  yet,  I  believe  it  would  be  in  the 
interest  of  economy  and  the  comfort  of  the  inmates  of  the 
Asylum  if  they  could  be  remedied  before  another  winter 
comes. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Asylum  is  ample,  and  satisfactory 
in  every  respect. 

The  fire  department  is  now  fully  equipped.  We  have  added 
to  the  facilities  for  fighting  fire  (should  such  a  misrortune  oc- 
cur) by  placing  upon  the  ridges  of  the  buildings,  "running 
boards",  also  short  ladders  from  ridsre  to  ijable,  thus  enabling 
the  firemen  to  go  quickly  from  any  one  part  of  the  roof  of 
buildings  to  another,  (without  being  obliged  to  descend  to  the 
ground)  and  to  get  a  stream  of  water  upon  any  desired  spot 
with  little  delay,  and  but  little  risk. 

In  former  reports,  I  have  called  the  Board's  attention  to 
the  insufficient  storage  capacity  of  our  old  ice  house,  and  its  de- 
lapidated  condition;  the  Asylum  needs  a  new  ice  house  with 
sufficient  capacity  to  store  at  least  three  hundred  (300)  tons  of 
ice.  Last  year  we  ran  short;  this  year  we  supplemented  the  ice 
housi  storing  an  additional  amount  in  a  temporary  struct- 
ure, erected  on  the  west  side  of  the  root  house.  By  using  the 
additional  supply  first,  we  have  thus  had  a  sufficiency  for  this 
year,  but  it  is  a  wasteful  method  of  storage.  An  ice  house  of 
the  capacity  needed,  could  be  built  for  about  five  hundred 
dollars. 

I  would  suggest  to  the  Board  that  they  ask  for  an  approp- 
riation for  the  purchase  of  more  furniture  for  the  convalescent 
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wards,  to  make  the  rooms  more  home-like  and  comfortable. 
This  can  be  done  at  no  great  expense,  by  the  purchase  of,  say, 
fifty  small  bureaus,  washstands  and  chairs,  these  to  be  placed 
in  the  rooms  of  the  quiet  and  better  class  of  patients,  giving 
them  a  place  to  store  their  clothing  and  little  private  belongings, 
affording  them  a  looking  glass,  comb  and  brush  for  iheir  indi- 
vidual use.  All  this  would  add  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  those 
patients  who  could  appreciate  it,  and  would  be  in  many  cases  a 
help  towards  their  recovery.  The  class  of  furniture  mentioned, 
is  manufactured  in  the  east,  especially  for  institution  use,  and 
can  be  obtained  at  very  low  figures,  shipped  '-knocked  down," 
to  be  put  together  by  our  own  carpenter  and  assistants. 

I  have  collected,  as  Medical  Superintendent,  from  private 
patients  and  other  sources,  during  the  past  year,  $2,194.76; 
this  has  been  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Asylum,  and  the 
Treasurer's  receipts  taken  therefor. 

The  increase  in  the  permanent  population  of  the  Asylum 
during  the  past  two  years  has  been  only  twenty-eight  (28);  the 
increase  was  considerable  less  than  was  anticipated.  Placing  the 
figures  for  the  next  two  years,  at  a  small  ratio  of  increase,  we 
may  expect  to  have  a  permanent  population  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  (250).  by  the  end  of  the  next  two  years.  This  would  indi- 
cate an  average  daily  attendance  of  about  two  hundred  and 
thirty -five  (235)  patients  to  provide  for  during  the  next  biennial 
period.  Upon  that  basis  I  present  this  estimate  to  the  Board  for 
their  approval.  I  believe  the  cost  of  care  and  treatment  can  be 
reduced  to  three  dollars  and  a  half  ($3.50)  per  week,  per  capita, 
provided  that  nothing  be  charged  to  care  and  treatment  account 
that  does  not  strictly  and  legitimately  belong  to  it. 

Figuring  for  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  patients,  for  one 
year,  at  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  week,  per  capita, 
amounts  to  forty-two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy  dol- 
lars ($42,770.00.) 

A  further  sum  should  be  asked  for,  to  keep  the  buildings 
in  repair,  that  they  may  not  deteriorate;  for  payment  of  insur- 
ance premiums,  and  many  other  items  that  could  not  be  justly 
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charged  to  care  and  treatment.  The  sum  for  these  purposes 
should  be  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00.) 

I  summarize  here  the  amount  that  I  believe  will  be  neces- 
sary to  maintain  the  patients,  and  to  pay  for  their  care  and 
treatment;  to  keep  the  buildings  in  repair;  and  for  other  ex- 
penses and  needed  improvements. 

For  care  and  maintenance  of  patients,  235  patients  for 


one  year,  at  $3.50  per  capita  per  week  $42,770  00 

For  ice  house   500  00 

For  additional  furniture  for  convalescent  wards   500  00 

For  keeping  in  repair  Asylum  Buildings,  Expenses  of  Board 

and  other  necessary  expenses   4,000  00 


Total  $47,770  00

services  as  the  one  bright  spot  in  the  monotony  of  their  lives. 
I  can  assure  our  friends  that  their  efforts  have  been,  and  are, 
appreciated  far  beyond  anything  that  I  can  express. 

I  also  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  publishers  of 
the  "Deseret  News,"  the  "Salt  Lake  Tribune,"  4 'Salt  Lake 
Herald,"  uProvo  Enquirer,"  ''Provo  Dispatch,"  "Wasatch 
Wave,"  tcLogan  Journal"  and  "Tooele  Transcript."  These 
journals  have  been  furnished  to  the  Asylum  regularly,  free  of 
charge.  ;mh!  are  greatly  appreciated;  also,  I  wish  to  thank  all 
those  who  have  sent  to  the  Asylum,  reading  matter  for  the  pa- 
tients, in  the  form  of  magazines,  journals,  etc;  and  can  assure 
them  that  we  feel  under  great  obligations  to  them  for  their  kind 
thoughtfulness. 

Before  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  to  the  Presi- 
dent and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Asylum,  my  sincerest 
thanks  for  the  courtesies  and  kindness  shown  me  by  them,  for 
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the  valuable  counsel  and  support  extended  to  me  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  Asylum.
